Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia and Reason,':; Therefor. 


Xow comes The City of Xew York, applicant-appellant 
in the above-entitled ]>roceeding, and says it is aggrieved 
by the decision of the Federal Radio Commission rendered 
against it by order made on December 15, 1928, effective on 
the same date, denying an application by the applicant- 
appellant for a moditication of broadcasting license there¬ 
tofore granted to it by the Commission on or about Xovem- 
ber 1, 1928. (A copy of such license and of the application 
for modification thereof are attached hereto as Exhibits 
‘‘A'- and respectively. A copy of the order ap¬ 

pealed from is attached hereto as Exhibit *‘C"g) and 
Further, said applicant-appellant gives notice of its ap¬ 
peal from said order to the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia and assigns, in support thereof, the reasons 
for appeal hereinafter set forth. 


Reasons for Appeal. 


1. The order appealed from is ultra vires, invalid and 
void, in that without its consent and without a prior hear¬ 
ing the applicant-appellant was compelled by said 

2 order under pain of penalties prescribed by Sections 
32 and 33 of the Radio Act of 1927, to surrender its 
exclusive use of a wave length or frequency theretofore au¬ 
thorized and assigned to it. 

2. That the order appealed from is invalid and void in 
that the Federal Radio Commission, in making such order,

abused its discretion :i:id disregarded the pijiblic con¬ 
venience, interest and necessity in depriving the hppiicant- 
appellant of its exclusive use of a wave length or ifrequency 
theretofore authorized and assigned to it. j 

3. That the order appealed from is invalid arid void in 
that the Federal Radio Commission, in making sjaid order, 
abused its discretion in compelling the applicant^rppellant, 
operating a broadcast station, W N Y C, exclusively for 
governmental and municipal purposes, to share the use of 
its assigned and authorized wave length with Station 
W M C A, a broadcasting station operated priibarily for 
commercial broadcasting for private profit. ' 

4. That the order a])])oale(l from is invalid and void for 

the reason that it hinders and prevents the appli(^ant-appel- 
lant from exercising its governmental and municjipal func¬ 
tions, to wit, the broadcasting of orders, directions, news, 
and information respecting the health, safety, |education, 
convenience, and well-being of the residents of the Citv of 
New York. i 

5. That the rules and procedure of the Commission, pur¬ 
suant to which the order appealed from was made, are 
arbitrary and unreasonable and therefore invalid and void, 

in that the applicant-appellant, operating* a broad- 
3 casting station purely for governmental ahd munici¬ 
pal purposes; and having made no compUint or ob¬ 
jection against any other station, was compelled to pro¬ 
ceed as a complainant against Station W M Cl A and to 
subject its disinterested witnesses offered for the purpose 
of setting forth the value and the present and future scope 
of the governmental and municipal service rendered, to 
cross-examination by antagonistic counsel, representing 
said Station W M C A, whose sole purpose was! to belittle 
and depreciate the said service and the value thereof. 

6. That the order appealed from is arbitrary,! unreason¬ 
able, illegal, and void, for the reason that it, in effect, can¬ 
cels and destrovs the license of the Citv of Nekv York to 
operate a broadcasting station, one of the purposes of 
which broadcasting station is to make available!for use at 
any time of the day or night an agency for the broadcasting 
of police, fire, and other emergency messages ajnd alarms. 

7. That the order appealed from is arbitrary,: unreason¬ 
able, invalid, and void in that it deprives the City of New 
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York of its rigiits and property widioiit due process of law, 
in violation of the provisions of the Fifth Amendment of 
the United States (Constitution, which riglits and property 
the City of New York liad acquired by reason of its prior 
exclusive and uninterrupted use of the assigned and au¬ 
thorized wave length or frequency from and since July 7, 


1924. 

8. That the order appealed from is unreasonable and 
arbitrarv and an abuse of the Commission’s discretion in 
that, according to channel allocations among states of the 

first zone, made pursuant to the Federal Radio Act 
4 of 1927, as amended, which became effective by order 
of the Commission on November 11, 1928, and is now 
in effect, the State of New York is entitled to 10.6 ‘‘regional 
service” channels, whereas the actual assignment of chan¬ 
nels made by tlie Commission allows only nine such chan¬ 
nels to the State of New York. The State of Maine is en¬ 
titled to but .7 “regional service” channels and the Com¬ 
mission has assigned two such channels to said state. If 
the Commission had assigned the “regional service" chan¬ 
nels according to the provisions of said PYderal Radio Act 
and made available to the State of New York its full quota 
of 10.6 channels, it would have been unnecessary to deprive 
tile applicant-appellant of its exclusive channel. 

9. That upon tlie hearing before said Commission and 
over the objection of couns(‘l for the a]'>plicant-ap]'>ellant, 
incom])etent, irrelevant and immaterial evidence, consist¬ 
ing of newspaper articles and editorials, was admitted into 
the record and was considered by the Commission in making 
the order appealed from. 


Facts. 

The broadcasting station of the Citv of New York,— 

* • • 

W N Y C,—was establi.shed after numerous public hearings 

bv the local authorities of the Citv, beginning in 1922 and 

• • * 

extending into 1924. The City has invested in such station 
approximately .$50,000. The cost of maintenance is ap¬ 
proximately $.")0,000 per annum, consisting of $ll,t)00 for 
maintenance and $42,000 for personal service, there being 
seventeen regular employees. The station was opened for 
operation on July 7, 1924, under a license granted by the 
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Secretary of Comrjcrco authorizing the exclusive use 

5 of a wave length of 526.3 meters. The funds for 
construction and maintenance of such station are 

raised by general taxation. The Board of EstiWite and 
Apportionment of the City has appropriated $26|000 addi¬ 
tional for the purpose of improving the transmitting ap¬ 
paratus and studios and such changes will be made as soon 
as approval of the Radio Commission is obtained. The 
studio and transmitter are located in the Municipal Build¬ 
ing in the Borough of Manhattan, City of New Ybrk. The 
purposes of the station are governmental and Imunicipal 
and mav be outlined as follows: I 

(a) The broadcasting of alarms and information by the 
Police Department of the City with respect to miissing per¬ 
sons, stolen automobiles and other property, the appre¬ 
hension of criminals, etc. ' 

{b) The broadcasting of alarms and information by the 
Police and Fire Departments of the City for the protection 
ot life and property and the prevention of confjagrations 
and the uroperty losses incurred thereby. 

(c) The broadcasting of notices, warnings, information, 
etc., by the Health Department of the City, together with 
information of epidemics and the promotion jof public 
health. | 

(fl) The broadcasting by the executive and other depart¬ 
ments of the City of news and information with irespect to 
serious accidents, of catastrophes which have happened and 
are apt to happen at any time in the teeming anjd comjilex 
life of a citv of six million inhabitants. I 

« I 

(e) The broadcasting by the executive and other depart¬ 
ments of the City with respect to emergency traffic routes 
in the event of breakdowns in the transportaHon lines, 
which, during the fiscal year ending June 30, 19*|S, carried 
a total of 3,2.35,200,000 passengers, an average of about 
9,000,000 per day. I 

(/) Broadcasting by the Board of Educatiop and the 
College of the City of New York of lectures, courses in lan¬ 
guages, literature and other subjects for the purpose of 
aiding in the education of the enormous hative and 

6 foreign-born population of the City, who have neither 
the time nor the opportunity to obtain a ;knowledge 

of these subjects in any manner. I 


I 
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Bv reason of the emeri^eiicv service which the Citv is 
called upon to furnish from time to time, it is impossible 
for its broadcasting station to so arrange its programs as 
to permit of a time-shai’ing arrangement with any other 
station, commercial or otherwise. 

Prior to the making of the general notice, or order of 
September 11, 1928, hereinafter referred to, Station WNYC 
was oi)erated under a license issued by the Federal Radio 
('ommission. which specified a frequency of 570 kilocycles, 
or wave length of 526 meters, with a power output of 500 
watts and with time of operation unlimited. A copy of 
said license is attached hereto as Exhibit ‘‘D'’ and made 
a part hereof. By various orders, said license was extended 
to November 11, 1928. 

On September 11, 1928, the h''ederal Radio Commission 
issued a general order, or notification, addressed to “all 
persons holding licenses to broadcast.-’ By such order, 
or notification (a copy of wliich is attached hereto as Ex¬ 
hibit “E” and made part hereto,) the Commission made 
a new allocation of wave lengths, or frequencies, to become 
effective on November 11, 1928, at 3:00 o’clock A. M., East¬ 
ern Standard time. Attached to said order, or notification, 
was a list or schedule, of the wave lengths, or frequencies, 
to become effective on said November 11, 1928. This 
schedule assigned to Station WNYC a wave length, or fre¬ 
quency, of 570 kilocycles, or 526 meters, and also to Sta¬ 
tion WAICA, a commercial broadcasting station, the identi¬ 
cal wave length, or frequency. As a result of said 
7 assignments, these two stations would be compelled 
to share the use of said wave length, or frequency. 

On or about October 6, 1928, The City of New York, by 
its Corporation Counsel filed with the District Supervisor 
of Radio a communication addressed to the Federal Radio 
Commission, })rotesting against the re-allocation of wave 
lengths as set forth in the order, or notification, of Septem¬ 
ber 11, 1928, in so far as it required the applicant-appellant 
to share time with Station WMC’A, and requesting that 
the Commission ,tix a time for hearing prior to the taking 
effect of the said order or regulation for the purpose of 
presenting a formal proof and argument with respect to 
the invalidity and illegality of the said order or regulation. 
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A copy of said communication of protest is attached hereto 
as Exhibit ‘' F ” and made a part hereof. 

On or about October 4, 19*28, the applicant-appellant tiled 
the application for modification of license above referred to 
and hereto attached (Exhibit “B”)- j 

Under date of October 27, 1928, the said Commission sent 
a formal notice of hearing: for said date, November 15,1928, 
a copy of which is attached, marked Exhibit ‘‘II.’’ 

8 Subsequently, communication was had by telephone 

with the Hon. 0. II. Caldwell, of the Federal Radio 
Commission, requesting that the date for the heating be ad¬ 
vanced in order that the applicant-appellant might be heard 
before the re-allocation order become etfective, ito wit, on 
November 11, 1928. Commissioner Caldwell sug^^^sted that 
an arrangement be made with Station WHCA for the ad¬ 
vancement of the hearing to be held on November 9th or 
10th. Communication was had with representatives of 
Station AVMCA for the pur])ose of having thd date for 
hearing advanced, but said representatives refused to com¬ 
ply with the request. On November 7, 1928, iloiiL James J. 
Walker, Mayor of The City of New York, sent a telegram 
to Commissioner Caldwell, reading as follows: 


“WMCA will not consenl to a hearing on |November 
ninth or tenth. The taking effect of this order oiilNovember 
eleventh, before a public hearing has been had, Iwould ap¬ 
pear to be a violation of the rights of The Cijy of New 
York and the many thousands of its citizens and public 
school children, who are thus denied the valuable advan¬ 
tages, educational and otherwise of this purely public serv¬ 
ice broadcasting station. I 

‘‘Must the largest City of the Nation be placed in such 
a position? Must it defer to the desires of a purely com¬ 
mercial station before being accorded a hearing?’’ 


No response to this telegram was received tlrom Com¬ 
missioner Caldwell. | 

On November 8, 1928, the Corporation Counj^el of The 
Citv of New York addressed a communication to* Mr. Cald- 
well, a copy of which it attached hereto as Exhibit “I” and 
made a part hereof, which states, in part: 

“No reply having been received from you tb the tele¬ 
gram of November seventh, we assume that the Commis- 
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sion has not changed its determination to allow this order 
to take effect before the City has had an opportunity 

9 to be heard with respect tliereto. While I deplore 
this attitude on the part of the Commission, and 

protest that it works an injustice to the City, our only re¬ 
course seems to be to accede to the Commission's deter¬ 
mination and present our case on November 15, 1928.” 

On November 10, 1928, Commissioner Caldwell sent a 
telegram to the Commissioner of Plant and Structures of 
the City of New York, a copy of which is attached hereto 
as Exhibit “J.” 

Subsequently, and on November 16, 1928, the Commis¬ 
sion held a hearing on the application and protest of the 
City of New York. At this hearing a number of witnesses 
appeared and testified as to the purpose, scope, and value 
of the Citv's broadcasting station. The testimonv of these 
witnesses is set forth in the record, pages 3 to 136, in¬ 
clusive. The Corporation Counsel, appearing for the ap¬ 
plicant-appellant, indicated at the outset (Record, pages 
3 to 5) the position of the City of New York, as follows: 

‘‘Gentlemen of the Commission, we are not here to quar¬ 
rel with any station. We are not here to quarrel with this 
Commission. As a matter of fact, we, in the City of New 
York, know what this Commission has had to contend with 
in dividing thcistations into zones in order to accomplish 
the purpose for which the Commission was created. So 
we come here in no antagonistic spirit to this Commission, 
but in an endeavor to be helpful to the Commission, and 
asking the Commission to be helpful to the City of New 
York with its millions ot inhabitants and its educational 
and civic interests.” 

Notwithstanding this attitude on the part of counsel for 
the applicant-api)ellant, the counsel representing Station 
W M C A immediately assumed an antagonistic attitude 
ann cross-examined the City's witnesses with a view to 
depreciating and belittling the ser\fice furnished by 

10 the City's broadcasting station. 

Subsequently, the Commission made the order ap¬ 
pealed from effective December 15, 1928 (Exhibit “C”), 
denying the application and protest of The City of New 
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I 

York, without giving or setting foi*th any groun^ls or rea¬ 
sons. I 

The above objections arc made and presenteci by The 
City of New York without prejudice to the following claims 
which are hereby asserted: i 

* . I 

1. That the Radio Act of 1927 and the acts amendatory 

thereof and supplemental thereto are invalid and void for 
the reason that the Congress of the United States has no 
power to regulate the use of the municipal broadcasting 
station of the City of New York, operated foi* govern¬ 
mental and municipal purposes. i 

2. That said Radio Act of 1927, as so amended and sup¬ 

plemented, particularly Section 9 thereof, is inivalid and 

void, in so far as it provides: | 

I 

‘‘Allocations shall be charged to the State,| District, 

Territory or Possession wherein the studio of the station 
is located and not where the transmitter is located.”

Because of the reasons set forth above. The Citv of New

Stateonent of Facts aiol Grounds for Decision.

This is a proceeding under the Radio Act of; 1927, ap¬ 
proved February 23, 1927, and the amendment t^reto, ap- 
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proved ^Marcli 28, 1928. It is ])oi\ re this Court by reason 
of an appeal by the City of Xew York from a decision of 
the Federal Kadio Commission rendered December lb, 1928, 
and is brouiilit inuhn* Section lb of the Kadio Act. The 
following: statement of facts and u'ronnds for decision is 
submitted by the P''(*deral loadio Commission ])ursuant to 
Section lb of the Act. 

The City of Xew Yoi'k, T)(‘])a]’tment of Plant and Struc¬ 
tures, op(‘rates a radio broadcastin.u’ station, known by its 
call lett(‘rs as Station WXVC, under lictnise fi’oui the Fed¬ 
eral Kadio ('Commission. 'Fliis station was first licmiscMl to 
operate by the Secretary of (b)mm(‘rc(^ on .Inly 2. 1924, 
under Acts of (b)im*ress atp>rov(‘<] Anuaist Id, 1912 (c. 2S7, 
37 vStat. .T)2): and March 4. 19i:i (e. 114, dfi Stat. 7db). Its 
oy)eration has been continued under lieens(‘s ^-ranted by the 

Secretary of ('Commm-ce and linallv nude]* licenses uranted 

• • % 

by the P''ederal l^adio Commission ])nrsiiant to the ])ro- 
visions of the Kadio Act (d' 1927. The lieensi's so .a'ranted 
liave been for periods not to (‘xceed three months. 

The oriizlind ;lic(‘ns(‘ u-ranted to a])])ellant ])ei-mil1(Ml the 
o])(‘ration of its station npoii the fiaMpumcy of 7)79 kilocycles 
with no limitation on its hours of operation. All the suc- 
ceediuiT licimses lik(‘wise ])lace<l no limitation n])on tin' lioiirs 
of operation of this station. 

On Xov(‘mb(‘r 1, 1928, tln‘ Fed(‘ral Kadio (Commission 
g’ranted a license to this station, ])nrsnant to its a])]>lication 
therefor, by the t('rms of which a])])ellant was re- 
3b (juired to share tinu‘ of operation with Station 
WMCA, owned and o]><‘rated by the (lreeh‘y Sipiare 
Hotel (Company^ Hoboken. Xew .Tersey. This license be¬ 
came effective Xovember 11, 1928, 3 a. m. 

Previous to the irrantinii' of this license, tlu' (Commission, 
on Se])tember 8, 1928, mad(‘ a tentative assiu-nimnit of fre- 
quenci(‘s, ])ow(‘r. and tim<" of opio’ation to each broadcastinu: 
station then in existcnicix for the t)n]*pose of redncini^ the 
existing' areas of interf(M*(‘nc(‘ and complyinic with the ])ro- 
visions of tlu^ Davis anumdment of .March 28, 1928, with 
respect to tln‘ establishment of (Mpiality of broadcast in**- 
service. Station AVXY(c was atfcctc'd by this tentative as¬ 
signment in one t^articular only, that being with respect to 
its time of operation. A])])ellant was notified of this ten¬ 
tative assiii-nment and further notified that if dissatisfied 
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with the same, an opporti'iiity would be provided jpor a hear¬ 
ing and a demonstration by ap])ellant that public interest, 
convenienee, or nec('ssitv would be served bv a i better as- 
signment. A])])ellant was notified that such ia hearing 
would be accorded in the event an a])])lication was made for 
a modification of the tentative assignment. i 

The tentative assignment so made ])ecame a J)ermanent 
assignment by virtue of the decision of the Commission of 
October 12, 1928, whieh decision ])rovided that a! license be 
issued to ap|)ellant's station to b(‘eome effective jXovember 
11, 1928, at the hour of .‘I a. m., eastern standard time, and 
to terminate Januai’y .‘>1, 1929. On Xovember ij 1928, this 
license was issued to a])pellant, by the terms of'which ap¬ 
pellant was given the right to o])erate on a figHpicjncy of 570 
kilocycles with a power of 500 watts, sliaringi o})erating 
time equally with Station 5VMCA. I 

On September 25, 1928, a])pellant made a])plicajtion to the 
Commission for a modification of its assigumeiit and re¬ 
quested unlimited tinn^ of operation. The Cdmmission, 
upon consideration of this ap]>lication, was uuab|le to make 
a determination that |)ubiie interest, conveuieucei, or neces- 
sitv would be served bv the granting thereof and so 
3G notified ai)pellant. Appellant was further notified 
that a hearing would be held u]K)n said application, 
under the rules and regulations prescribed by thb Commis¬ 
sion. I 

In the formal notice of hearing issued by the Cbmmission, 
Xovember 15, l!f28, was named as the date thei*edf. Owing 
to the crowded condition of the Commission\s| docket, it 
was impossible to set a date prior to Xovem])er 11, 1928, 
at which time appellant's license became effectivje. 

Thereafter, on December 16, 1928, a hearing \yas had at 
which ap])ellant a{)peared and adduced evidence in its be¬ 
half. I 

Appellant's application being in ])art for thej operating 
time assigned to Station \V51CA, the latter station was like¬ 
wise notified of this hearing and afforded the opportunity 
of })resenting evidence in its behalf, this being iin accord¬ 
ance with the rules and regulations of the Commission. 
Station W5ICA appeared by counsel and adduced evidence 
in its behalf tending to show that its continued' operation 
was in the public interest. j 
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From tlu* evidence adduced at tills liearinsi: and from fur¬ 
ther evidence before the Commission by reason of applica¬ 
tions heretofore submitted to it liy tliese stations, the Com¬ 
mission found that ])ul)lic interest, convenience, or necessity 
would not lie served by the i*'rantin,<^ of appellant’s aptilica- 
tion for moditication of its then existinir license. 

At the liearini^ certain exhiliits were tendered bv Station 
AVMCA and olijected to by appellant. At the time of ob¬ 
jections, rulini;s were reserved uj)on their admissibility. 
The Commission did not .irive consideration to Fxhibits A, 
B, C, 1), 1\ (), and 7, tendered by Station WMCA, in arriv- 
ini? at their decision for the reason that these exhibits con¬ 
stitute news])a])er comment and are not the best evidence. 
Exhibit 4, temhu’ed by Station WXYC, was not considered 
for the reason that the statements contained therein are 
not made under oath or aflirmation. 

The Commission found that although Station WXYC is 
operated and su])ported wholly by the City of Xew York, 
it is not bv reason tliereof to be distin^'uished from those 
broadcasting- stations ])rivately owned. The fact that a 
]K)litical subdivision of the State of Xew York is en- 
37 iraired in the operation of a broadcasting- station does 
not, of itself, furnish the Commission with any basis 
for makinir a determination that ])ublic interest, conveni¬ 
ence, or necessity is served l)y its operation. The opera¬ 
tion of this station is interstate in character in that its com¬ 
munications pass beyond the boundaries of the State of 
Xew York into other States. The exclusive control over 
radio communication provided for by Conc:ress, through 
the Radio Act of 19*27, ])recludes the establishment by any 
State or ])olitical subdivision thereof of any rights incon¬ 
sistent with the control establisluHl bv the Federal author¬ 


ity. The City of Xew York, in the o])eration of its radio 
Station, AVXYC, is subject to the Radio Act in the same 
manner and to the saim* extent as a ])i-ivate individual or 
corporation. In the oj)eration of its broadcasting station, 
the (’ity of Xew York acts in a ])]-oprietary rather than a 
governmental ca])acity, and, for tin* pui-])Ose of this pro¬ 
ceeding, the municipality is considered as being engaged in 
broadcasting with rights and liabilities of the same order 
as those possessed by any private corporation. 

AptiellanCs ap]>lication for unlimited time of operation 
is based upon the purposes for which it desires to operate. 
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These purposes, as foriaulated by the Commii^sioner of 
Plant and Structures of the City of New York, a|: the time 
the Commissioner made application for an appropriation 
for the operation of this station, were, first, the jDromotion 
of public safety, and, second, the ]U'omotion of education. 
The original purposes have not changed. The evidence 
shows that this station is used by the various departments 
of the City Government, particularly the Health Depart¬ 
ment and the Board of Education. The educatjional fea¬ 
tures of the programs broadcast by this statioh are fur¬ 
nished, mainly, by the College of the City of New York, 
Hunter College, and the Berlitz School of Languages. Dur¬ 
ing the collegiate year of approximately 33 webks, these 
educational institutions use the station for appijoximately 
12 hours per week. j 

The record does not disclose the amount of tiipe utilized 
by the Board of Education, the (hty Health Department, 
or the other municipal departments. Aiij examina- 
38 tion of the programs given by this station^ however, 
shows that the majority of the station’s tinie is given 
over to entertainment features. The application of this 
station for renewal of its license, dated January 24, 1928, 
discloses that the average amount of time devoted weekly 
to entertainment is 13 hours and 19 minutes, j while the 
average amount of time devoted to educational features is 
10 hours and 36 minutes. The programs of this station 
indicate that as between entertainment and educational 
programs, the amount of time devoted to each ijs approxi¬ 
mately the proportion indicated. I 

With certain exceptions, the ])rograms devoted to enter¬ 
tainment are not of as high quality as the programs of com¬ 
mercial stations. The manager of the station testified that 
the policy pursued is not providing for paid talent, handi¬ 
capped the station in that its programs were notl restricted 
to artists possessing superior talent. In this cjonnection, 
the Commission considered that this station, by ejliminating 
those portions of its ];rograms devoted to entertainment 
and which are not of the (luality provided by othqr stations, 
has an ample time assignment for the broadcasting of those 
programs of an educational and civic nature, and Ithat based 
upon the operation of this station in the past, it^ purjjoses 
can be adequately served by the present assigninent which 
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enables tin's station to operate every other day alternately 
with Station '\V!MCA. 

The nse of Station AVXYC for the ]nirpose of establish¬ 
ing an intra-(Io])ai-tmentaI conimnnication system for the 
Fire and Police l)e})artnients of the (hty of Xew York, is 
not material in this ])roceeding. Commnnications of this 
nature are not ])nblie eommnnieatioiis in the sense that they 
are of general int(*r(‘st to the public. They do not, there¬ 
fore, constitute a broadcasting service. Channels other 
than tliose devoti'd to broadcasting are allocated for serv¬ 
ices of this nature*. 

The municipality bases its a})plication for unlimited time 
of o})eration partly on the service that this station may ren¬ 
der in times of ])ublic emergency. The record discloses 

onlv one instance of such use. The fact that broad- 

* 

39 <*asting stations have uniformly permitted the use of 
their stations in connc‘ction with ])ublic emergencies, 
leads the (’ommission to conclude that this factor is entitled 
to little weight. 

The Commission found that the ])ast operation of Station 
WMCA has b(*en such as to warrant its continued operation. 
Station W.M(’A ex])ends an average of ^r3,r)00 a week for 
talent. The t(*chnical (piality of its ))rograms are of a 
superior nature, 'flu* ])rograms are diversiiied and have 
a general, as w(‘ll as specilic, appeal. 

The Commission found that it was impossible to grant 
the a]>])lication of Station WXY(’ for full operating time 
without the elimination of Station ^YMCA. This is due 
to the fact that the 44 broadc-asting channels available for 
regional stations, such as appellant's station and Station 
AVMCA, are now occu])ied to such an extent that no provi¬ 
sion can be made for an additional station without creating 
an extensive area of interference. 

This tlecision of the ('ommission can not be made simply 
on the basis of the service rendered by Station WXYC. 
The standard erected by the legislative authority, i. e., that 
of public interest, convenience, or necessity, is relative and 
not absolute and can only be a])]>lie(l on a comparative basis. 
The granting of unlimited time of o])eration to Station 
WXYf' means that Station WM('A, which has heretofore 
established itself in the ])ublic esteem, must either be denied 
the right to continue its broadcasting service or assigned 
to another frequency occupied by other stations with the 
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result of depriving a laige number of the listening public 
of service from the stations occui)ying this frequency. 
Whatever privileges are granted to one station mbst neces¬ 
sarily be subtracted from those available to otheil* stations, 
or by sacrificing the interests of the listening public. The 
requirements and rigiits of the listening public are superior 
to the rights of an individual broadcaster, and the Commis¬ 
sion considers that the establishment of an areh of inter¬ 
ference where none ni-(‘viously (‘xisted is o])posed to public 
interest. 

I 

40 Ap])ellant complains iliat the State of jlaine has 
a greater nuini)er of station assignments on regional 

channels than the Stale of Xew York, based upon the re¬ 
spective ])opuiation of the two states. Based upon esti¬ 
mates of 1028 po])ulation ini'pared by the United States 
Census Bureau, the State of Xew York has 4.25 station 
assignments on clear channel.", and 10 station assignments 
on regional channels. On a mathematical basis ;this state 
would be entitled to d.dS station assignments on clear chan¬ 
nels and 10.93 station assigimients on regional | channels. 
The State of Maine has i-eceived no station asbignments 
on clear channels, and for this reason it has beenj equitable 
to provide this state a greatto- number of regional station 
assignments than it would have received other^yise. The 
State of Xew York is not disci-iminated against by such as¬ 
signments, particularly in view of the fact that ijt receives 
more broadcasting service than any other state ifi its zone. 

For the reasons set forth above, llu^ Commission has de¬ 
termined that })ublic interest, convenience, or necessity will 
best be served by the o])eration of appellant’s station under 
the terms of its present license. i

The Commission recognizes that no scheme of re-alloca¬ 
tion which does not at the verv outset eliminate at least 
four hundred broadcasting stations can ])ossibly b^t an end 
to interference. Accordingly, it regards the new alloca-

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tions, not as creating in any sense an ideal broadcasting 
situation, but as ])roviding for the first time a sound basis 
for radio service to the listener. AVith the cooperation of 
the public and the broadcasters, the Commission believes 
that it will be possible to improve conditions progressively 
by an orderly process of actual experience. 

Until such experience has been gained, both the listeners 
and the broadcasters are urged to exorcise ]nitienco. The 
listener will, of necessity, have to ‘‘re-log" his receiving 
set, and may find considerable difliculty in locating all the 
stations he desires to hear. The broadcasters will doubt¬ 
less find that many of their listeners are at first somewhat 
bewildered by the changes in freipiencies. It is the belief 
of the Commission, however, that within a very few weeks 
the material reduction of local or regional interference, the 
re-distribution of frequencies so as to clear most of the 
Broadcasting channels, and the decrease of ])ow(‘r for sta¬ 
tions in the residential districts, will combine to render 
radio reception in general very much better tliaii il has been 
in a long time. 

Special attention is called to the fact that the Commission 
has no unused frequencies to allocate. Every broadcasting 
channel is tilled to its apparent capacity, and in some cases 
possibly over-crowded. Accordingly, any listener who 
wants a different allocation of frequency or ])()wer for his 
favorite station, or any broadcaster who seeks increased 
facilities for service, must be prepared to show s})ecitically 
what other station should be required to give up its fre¬ 
quency, or havedts power reduced, in order to make pos¬ 
sible the desired re-allocation.

At a Session of the Federal Radio Commission II<|jld at Its 
OfTice, in Washington, 1). C., on August 30, lt)28. 

The Commission has determined that the definite assign¬ 
ment of a band of frequencies for broadcasting, tjhe main¬ 
tenance of a separation of 10 kc. between frequencies used 
in broadcasting, the reservation of certain frequencies for 
exclusive use by stations in the Dominion of Canlada, and 
the setting aside of a certain number of other frequencies 
for shared use by the Cnited States and the Donlinion of 
Canada, all as hereinafter specified in this Order, will serve 
public interest, convenience or necessity. I 

The Commission has further determined after caifeful con¬ 
sideration that the allocation of frequencies, of jtime for

Radio Commission, supplies the official basis for an adjust¬ 
ment in the assignment of the country’s broadcasting fa- 
cilities, under a- plan which it is believed will provide an 
improved standard of radio reception generally, and also 
distribute the broadcasting channels, powers and periods 
of time on the air equally among the five radio zones as 
directed by the last Congress.

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The plan provides for full-time assignments for 100-watt 
stations equalling in number the total of all oth^r classes 
of broadcasters put together. | 

Of the 74 channels made available for high-graide recep¬ 
tion, 34 will be assigned for regional service, permitting 
125 full-time positions for this type of station, and 40 
channels will be assigned to stations with minimum power 
of 5000 watts and a maximum to be determined by the 
Commission and announced with the allocation. |On these 
forty channels only one station will be permitted to operate 
at any time during night hours, thus insuring clear recep¬ 
tion of the station’s program, up to the extreme limit of 
its service range. These forty channels will be| assigned 
eight to each of the five zones, thus insuring wide geo¬ 
graphical distribution of the country’s higher-poWer broad¬ 
casting facilities to all sections. | 

On the 34 channels shared by regional station^, ranging 
in power from 250 to 1000 watts and assigned two, three 
or four per channel, spacings generally of 1,00(| to 1,500 
miles have been observed. j 

79 Throughout the whole allocation, wide geographi¬ 
cal spacings have been observed between stations on 
adjoining channels, in order to eliminate objectional cross¬ 
talk”. " I 

Summarizing, for ‘Mocal” stations of 50 to 1100 watt 
ratings, 150 full-time positions have been provided, or 30 
per zone; 125 regional positions have been provided for 
250 to 1000 watt stations, and 40 positions for stations of 
5000 watts and above. Each full-time assignment'available 
for night use, in many instances, is shared by tw(^ or more 
stations or transmitters, depending upon the number of 
licensed stations to be accommodated in the zone or locality. 

Recapitulating by zones, the equal division of I the fore¬ 
going facilities among the five zones, will proVide each 
zone with a 8 full time assignment for station^ of 5000 
watts and above; 24 positions for 500 watt and 1000 watt 
stations, and 30 positions for 50 watt and 100 watt stations. 

In announcing this plan the Commission does soi realizing 
that it may have imperfections, but believes it an japproacli 
to an ideal situation which may be reached in the ifuture.

It is tlie intention of the Commission to issue renewal 
li(‘e]ises to most of the existing broadcasting stations listed 
in tlio attached list on or shortly after Octobet* 12, 1928, 
said licenses to be for a period of 90 days comi:|iencing on 
Xovember 11, 1928.

W’here 
the application is for a change in frequency, all 
88 broadcasting stations assigned to the requested fre¬ 
quency will be so notified. 'WTiere the application is 
for an increase in power all broadcasting stations assigned 
to th.e frequency on which the proposed increased power 
is to be used, as well as all stations assigned to adjacent

be so notified. Where the application is for an iricrease or 
change in hours of operation, all stations the hollies of oper¬

There was presented to the Commission a revision of the 
allocation presented to the Commission and approved at its 
meeting of September 8, 1928, said revised allocation list¬ 
ing all broadcasting stations and specifying the frequency, 
amount of power and hours of operation for each station. 
This revised allocation is set forth in a document num¬ 
bered 282, entitled as follows: ‘ ‘ Revised List of Broadcast¬ 
ing Stations by Frequencies Effective 3 a. m., November 

11.1928, Eastern Standard Time.” Said revised allocation 
incorporates a number of changes with respect to fre¬ 
quency, amount of power and hours of operation; it also 
incorporates certain new stations and certain increases of 
power premised on the granting of construction permits 
now pending before the Commission. 

On motion by Commissioner Sykes, which motion was 
duly carried, the Commission reconsidered the plan sub¬ 
mitted by Commissioner Pickard at the meeting of October 

8.1928, for providing a cleared channel for Iowa, etc., and 
the action adopting said plan was rescinded. 
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j 

Having examined said revised allocation, the Commission 
made the following findings: 

1. With respect to each broadcasting statipn listed 
therein, the assignment of which is the same as is; set forth 
in the allocation adopted on September 8th, the Cbmmission 
reaffirms its finding that such assignments will serve public 
interest, convenience or necessity and are necessary to pre¬ 
vent interference between broadcasting stations, j 

2. With’ respect to each broadcasting station listed 
therein, the assignment of which is other than was listed 
in the allocation adopted on September 8th, the Commission 
finds that the new assignments will promote public con¬ 
venience and interest and will serve public necessity, and 
are necessary to prevent interference between brojadcasting 

stations. I 

138 3. With respect to each new broadcasting station 

listed therein, the Commission finds that the grant¬ 
ing of pending applications for licenses of such stations 
will serve public interest, convenience, or necessity. 

4. With respect to each station listed thereiln on the 
premise that a pending application for construction per¬ 
mit will be granted, the Commission finds that the granting 
of such applications for construction permits will serve 
public interest, convenience, and necessity to the I extent of 
the assignments indicated in the revised allocation. 

5. With respect to all assignments of frequeheies, au¬ 
thorized power, hours of operation specified in said revised 
allocation and with respect to all changes thereof imposed 
by said revised allocation, said assignments and said 
changes are necessary to carry out and to compljf with the 
provisions of the Radio Act of 1927 and the provisions of 
Section 5 of the Act of Congress approved March 28, 1928, 
and with the provisions of General Order No. 40 of the

Commissioner Robinson dissented from the foregoing 
findings, explaining his action as being based ob his op¬ 
position to the whole reallocation as distinguished from a 
policy of gradual changes and on his opposition to certain 
increases of powder in connection with high-powered sta¬ 
tions. He further explained that he did not want his vote 
to be understood as opposing any particular change in fre- 
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queiicy, hours of operation or powcu', (other than with re¬ 
spect to such liii>:h-])owered stations) as between said re¬ 
vised allocation and the allocation approved Se])teml)er 8th. 

On ^lotion bv Commissioner Svkes, which motion was 
duly carried, the Commission set aside and rescinded so 
much of the allocation of September 8th as is inconsistent 
with said revised allocation. 

Commissioners Kobinson and Pickard ])resented to the 
Commission an arrane:ement between them affectiiii;* the 
Second and Fourth Zones whereby, under said revised allo¬ 
cation. the Second Zone received a favorable assi<»:nment on 
920 kilocycles for a Detroit station, and the Fourth Zone 
borrowed the use of one-half time on a cleared channel for 
use by a Fourth Zone station. The latter portion of the 
arranirement was accomplished by the Fourth Zone beini;- 
given the use of full time on 1020 kilocycles and the Second 
Zone beinir e:iven the use of half time on IlOO kilocvcles. 
By motion duly made and carried tlie Commission approved 
this arrangement. 

139-142 On motion bv Commissioner Svkes, which 
motion was dulv carried, the Commission entered 
the following: 

1. That to each broadcasting station listed in said re¬ 
vised allocation iwhich has an a])plication for renewal of its 
license pending before the Commission, a renewal license 
be issued for the fre(iuency, ])ower and hours of operation 
indicated in said revised allocation. 

2. That to each broadcasting station listed in said re¬ 
vised allocation on the ])remise that a pending api^lication 
for construction i)ermit will be granted, a construction per¬ 
mit issue for the power and in accordance with the assign¬ 
ment indicated in said revised allocation. 

3. That to each new station listed in said revised alloca¬ 
tion on the i^remise that a pending application for license 
vdll be granted, license issue to such station in accordance 
with the assignment indicated in said revised allocation. 

4. That each license or renewal license issued under the 
foregoing directions be so worded as to take effect on No¬ 
vember 11th at the hour of 3 o’clock A. M., Eastern Stand¬ 
ard Time and to terminate on January 31st, 1929 at the 
hour of 3 o’clock A. M., Eastern Standard Time. 
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3. That each construction permit issued under Ithe fore- 
going- directions be so worded as to require completion of 
the construction of tlie transmitter within a ])eriod of 90 
dnvs from the date of issuance. |

Opening Statement in Behalf of Station WNYC,

Mr. Nicholson: May it please the Commission, at the out¬ 
set I want to say that Mayor James J. Walker was to be 
with this delegation, but he had to cancel his reservation 
a few minutes before train time, and he desires ipe to state 
to the Commission that his heart and soul and his interests 
are still continued in having the wrong that he! says has 
been done to WNYC, corrected by the Comraissibn if pos¬ 
sible ; that there is no rancor in his heart against iany mem¬ 
ber of the Commission or anybody else, but he iiesired to 
speak when he came down here for the six millions of people 
of metropolitan New York, for the educational! interests, 
for the health and safety of the people of the City of New 
York. 

Now, this application by WNYC to be granted! its exclu¬ 
sive wave length, the one that it has had for four years 
past, is on the following grounds, and these grounds will 
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be thoroughly covered by the evideuce that will be submitted 
to you: 

181 1. The broadciistiiig of alarms—Well, T might say 

first: The city of Xew York maintains and operates 
Station WXYC. It has maintained and operated it during 
four vears of its existence for the sole benefit of the citi- 

«r 

zens and the residents of the city of Xew York. During 
that period it has had a clear and exclusive channel for 
the purpose of its numerous municipal functions, some of 
which may be stated as follows: 

1. The broadcasting of alanns and requests of the Police 
Department with respect to missing persons, stolen auto¬ 
mobiles, apprehension of criminals, and so forth. 

2. The broadcasting of alarms by the Police and Fire 
Departments for the protection of life and property and 
prevention of lire or conflagrations. 

3. The broadcasting of notices, warnings, and so forth, 
by the Health Department for the prevention of epidemics 
and for the promotion of the public health. 

4. The broadcasting of news and information of the 
executive and other departments of the city with respect 
to serious accidents or catastrophes which may have hap¬ 
pened or are apt to happen at any time in the teeming and 
complex life of a city of six million inhabitants. 

5. The broadcasting of matters bv the executive and other 


departments of the city, for instance with respect to emer¬ 
gency traffic routes in event of l)reakdowns in the transpor¬ 
tation service. . 

6. The broadcasting by and in cooperation with the Board 
of Education, of the College of the City of Xew York, of 
lecture courses ui ethics, language, literature and other sub¬ 
jects, with the idea of aiding in the education of the 
182 enormous foreign-born poi)ulation of the city and 
others who have neither the time nor the opportunity 
to obtain knowledge on these subjects in any other manner. 

Station WXYC is peculiarly situated. It is a munici¬ 
pal broadcasting station, supported wholly by the city of 
Xew York, and,does not enter into the commercial world 
at all. It coniines itself to municipal activities such as 1 
have mentioned, and it would be necessaiy in the growth of 
this station, which is gradual and which will in a short 
time be possibly , very near its full limit on educational mat¬ 
ters. 
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We have at the present time the talent tha^ you can 
get of a high class in the city of New York, the jNew York 
Citv College. We have lecturers come there and give lec- 
tures to the students. We have lectures for adhlts in the 
evening, all these activities being purely gratuitous on the 
part of the city for the education of the inhabitants of 
the citv, and we feel that we should not be connected with 
any other station that is run on a commercial basis. 

Gentlemen of the Commission, we are not heire to quar¬ 
rel with any station. We are not here to quarrel with 
this Commission. As a matter of fact, we in the city of 
New York know what this Commission has h^d to con¬ 
tend vnth in dividing the stations into zones in order to 
accomplish the purpose for which the Commission was 
created. So we come here not in an antagonistic spirit to 
this Commission, but in an endeavor to be helpful to the 
Commission, and asking the Commission to be;helpful to 


the city of New York with its millions of inhabitants and 
its educational and civic interests. Now, that ^s all I am 
going to say at the present time, but 1 will call in testi¬ 
mony the Honorable Grover A. Whalen; who was 
183 formerly Commissioner of Plant and Structures, and 
who was mainly the man who installed Station

Mr. Whalen: Gentlemen of the Commission, it might 
be interesting for the Commission to note that thC inception 
of the municipal broadcasting station dates back to 1922, 
a time when the problems of this Commission \tere not as 
complicated as they are today. i 

Very early in the development of radio it was realized 
by the oflicials of the city of New York what a jneed there 
would be for radio, and what benefit could accruC to a great 
metropolitan city from the use thereof, and a Commission

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was appoililod to study the (juestl.ui, and reported tliat the 
possibilities of radio were siudi that the eity of New York 
would be derelict in its tluiy towards its (dtiziMisliip if it 
did not make an effort in a measure to i»et control of a 
channel, that would be free at all times, for the use of the 
munici}>al authorities in broadcasting information in the 
interest of the peojile and the conduct of the city govern¬ 
ment. 

As I understand the situation that now confronts the 
Commission—and I realize full well that your prob- 
184 lems are verv serious, verv much involved—but at 
the same |time as one of those who back in felt 

the urge on the part of the city to establish this station, 1 

wish to sav to vou now that I am more tirmlv convinced 

• • • 

than ever that the citv of New York and its ol’licials must 
protect to the last degree the franchise right which is now 
exercised in thei use of broadcasting information over the 
channel allotted to it back in 1924. 

Times have not changed very much except as to showing 
the importance of radio, when we find that radio is becom¬ 
ing so vital a part of our educational life and community 
life, and it is something that the city of New York is deeply 
and vitallv interested in. 

1 do not intend to dwell at any length upon that |»hase 
of it, because there are oflicials here of institutions of 
learning who will give vou a much better lirsthand view 
of that subject than 1 can. But I do want to urge upon the 
Commission a viewpoint which is important: 

Station \VNYC conducted bv the citv of New York is not 
a commercial station. The city of New York operates the 
station purely in the interest of its people, and as such it 
is entitled to consideration far bevond that of anv commer- 
cial station whose case may come before this Commission. 

Radio has attracted to itself business in a wav that we 

% 

cannot at this time say what it will do in the future, but 
when we realize that millions of dollars are now spent for 
radio advertising, we must understand that the business 
interests of the United States have recognized its import¬ 
ance; and we, too, on behalf of the city of New York, 
1S5 the people of New York City, feel that there is the 
interest equally great if not of greater importance 
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to the commonwealth of New York—that it should have an 
unrestricted wave length. i 

As a matter of record I should like to read a statement

which the then Commissioner of Plant and Structures made 
back in 1923, and which I should like to have entered in the 
record as showing to this Commission the reason whv the 
city of New York entered upon the broadcasting of infor¬ 
mation to its citizens.

Mr. Scott: 1 should like to call to the attention of the 
members of the Commission that the record which is made 
in this case in event of appeal is necessarily transmitted 
in large part to the Court of Appeals of the l|)istrict of 
Columbia.

It was upon that statement that the 
action of the Board was taken in establishing a radio 
station in the city of New York. My purpose in submitting 
it at tliis time is to let the Commission understand the 
thought that was behind the inception of Station WNVC: 
it is the same now as it was then. 

Mr. Scott: Gentlemen of the Commission, perhaps Mr. 
Nicholson and 1 can reach some understanding about this, 
and lawyers usually can if they try, that will be acce])table 
to the (\)mmission. Mr. Nicholson, I have no objection to 
your oifering that statement, which is e>^ddently typewrit¬ 
ten, I have no ol)jection to your offeriiig- it in evidence in 
view of the statement made by the presiding Commissioner

“ ‘The ^lunicipal Broadcasting Station will lassist the 
Police Department in coping with crime, will help the Fire 
Department in fighting fire, will multiply th(i mercies 
bestowed upon the peojde in the protection of health. It is 
on these lines that the Municipal Broadcasting Station 
will perform its first duty. 
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“ VBiit tliere in some res})Octs, a wider sphere 
189 in which service will he rendered more directly to 
the people, and to greater nuinlH*rs' of tlunn, and 
that is in education. It will disseminate information in 
interesting form, broadcast facts and ideas, and give people 
something to think about. And this is the highest kind of 
education. 

“ ‘I had an illustration of this recently when I dropped 
into the rest room of one of the large shops in this city, 
and found myself in the midst of an animated discussion 
among the mechanics as to the merits of the Dawes plan. 
I found that this debate had been incited by a talk over 
tlie radio the night befoi'e which a number of men had 
listened to on their receiving sets at their homes. 

“ ‘Tliis illustrated to me the fact that radio broadcasting 
broadens the thoughts and views of men and women in all 
walks of life, giving them facts and id(*as, sliri’ing them to 
discuss issues of the day. d’his, certainly, is education of 
the right sort. 


‘Men of limited learning, lacking the stmkmt's dispo¬ 
sition, will not read to any great extent, but they will listen, 
and this is just the opportunity that the Munici])al Broad¬ 
casting Station will appropriate and improve. 

“ ‘The City spends millions—more than a hundred of 
tliem annually—to educate the children. The City spends 
hundreds of thousands to educate adults through y)ublie 
lectures, concerts, libraries, museums. In this work for 
the grown-ups the number of men tnid women l)enelited 
is small. 

190 “ ‘Through the operation of the Municipal Broad- 

('asting Station, however, the City will extend its 
work of education to several million ])eopIe, in the City, in 
the suburbs and in more remote areas, and it will thus am¬ 
plify its educational work at less cost than the giving of the 
public lectures to small audiences by the BoanI of hhluca- 


tion. 


“ ‘Such a vast work of education, so simply and so 
cheaply accomplished will be of incalculable advantage to 
the people of the City individually, to the community, to 
the Municipality. This is easily an outstanding advantage 
of the ^Municipal Broadcasting Station.’ ” 

T merely wish to inject the statement into the record at 
this time to indicate that WXYC was conceived on this

basis, and that the purpose of the station has been very 
splendidly carried out by the officials who are now in charge 
of its operation. 

AVe do not know but that tomorrow, with the Igreat prog¬ 
ress that has been made in radio, the Fire Chief of the 
city of Xew York, at some great tire, might find it desir¬ 
able, yes, even necessary, to use the microphone in order 
to broadcast his commands to the fire stations i throughout 
the greater citv. This is so because of the more instan- 
taneous service that will result than through tbe telegraph 
system, and which will better meet the needs of lour people. 

With due respect to this Commission I do |not believe 
you would even hazard the opinion as to how far radio in 
tlie future will be used. For that reason if for lio other the 
city of Xew’ York should be protected ir| this right. 
191 WXYC has no quarrel with any individual, or any 
station. It is just simply asking this Coiinmission to 
please find a way to give it an unrestricted aii| channel. 

I thank you, gentlemen of the Commission. I 
Chairman Robinson: ^Ir. Scott, have you anything fur¬ 
ther by way of objection to offer to the document?

Tt was with that thought in mind, 
and after that exp(‘riment, that then when all n(‘W buildings 
are to be erect(‘d throughout the city, the necessary ampli¬ 
fiers are to be installed. T will not dwell on that, b(‘cause 
Mr. Boylan, re]U‘(*senting the Boai’d of Education, will no 
doubt (‘xy)lain their an-angeunMit for the future and ])]*(‘S(*nt 
])roadcasting under (‘ducation in tlie ])ublic S('hools. 

We have furtlier in connection with the Police Depart¬ 
ment arrang('ments of the city of New York, the <|uestion 
of lost and found, and emergency calls: as well as we have 
been experimenting for some time in coimectiou with a short 
wave length, so that in an emergency we can mak(‘ conncc- 
tions witli every police station or ev(‘ry inspector's disti*icl 
throughout the (*ity. That ex])erimetit is still going on, and 
we hope to ])ring tliat about. 

Last summer we experimented, and the jiapers of the 
city of New York highly complimented our arrangement, 
in the matter of fire, so that through the means of our radio 
station we could direct the activities of the fire boat in the 
bay. This experiment was worked out successfully, and 
it is only a question now of the appropriation to be 

199 made by our Board of Estimates and Apportion¬ 
ment. 
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We have recently received monies from our| Board of 
Estimates and Apportionment authorizing the expenditure 
of close on to $25,000 to bring our radio station up to the 
last word in station operation.

By Chairman Robinson: | 

Q. Whore is your transmitter located? A. Injthe ]\Iunic- 
ipal Building in the city of New York. But welhave been 
endeavoring in every way possible to put a class of broad¬ 
casting through our station that would have that degree of 
educational value to the public at large that Vould meet 
every need and desire. And occasionally, at any rate here 
and there, we would endeavor to arrange to give that to 
the public so that the speaker would have some note or 
message that would be of value to the citizens of the city 
of New York. 

We have made arrangements with the Bar Aissociation, 
as to which I have a letter that I can file with this Commis¬ 
sion, in which thev have given their lectures frbm the Bar 
Association of the city of New York to the public. They 
were so well pleased with the performance ofithat work 
that tliey have renewed their application for this year. 

Q. Wliat hookup has this station in that city?; A. What 
was that, Mr. Chairman? | 

Q. What hookup has that station in hotels or other pub¬ 
lic places? A. That is carried on through the 
200 medium that if we are to hook up any! hotel and 
there is not a line in there, the city does liot pay the 
charge but the applicant pays the telephone charge, and 
they make their check out to the telephone company. The 
city of New York absolutely makes no charges whatsoever 
for the rendering of tlie service of this broadcasting sta¬ 
tion. !

Q. You have been hooked up with the Bar Association 
A. Yes, sir. We have also along educational :Iines been 
hooked up, and with various civic organizations through¬ 
out the city. We have permitted lecture courses^ especially 
in our own city departments, by the Board of Health, which 
the Commissioner here no doubt ^vill talk about. And 
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tliroiigli our noiiie Makers* D^-])artniont, tlirougli ^Irs. 
Willsmuller, giving the last word of foodstutTs, and giving 
what is ])est for the liealth and a list of foods served. 

In fact we hav(* left no ston(‘ unturned in anv one of the 
ageiicies of the de]nn‘tnients of the eity of New York. 
Aft(‘r all, this ,is a eity station and the pro])erty of the 

citizens of (>ur eitv. .\nd as stated hv (Commissioner \Vha-

len we do not kjiow what (‘inergenev mav arise. And even 
with the great (.levelopment of radio today, I believe the 
majority will agr(*e tliat its possibilities at the ])resent time 
are in their infanev as to what the future will bring forth. 
And to (hmy the city of Xew York its particular wave 
length, that it has liad the privilege of on behalf of the citi¬ 
zens as a muniei})ality, together with the benetits of educa¬ 
tion by a imnins j)ossibily that could not be secured—due 
])Ossibly to the fact that many could not afford to pay 
201 for it, and otluu’s could not at’ford the time from 
earning a liv<*lihood—it is a gi'eat service to the 
peo])le. 

We have never in the liistory of tlie department, where 
reasonable ap])!ieations have been made as to messages to 
be given to the ])ublic, such as the Ked (-ross, the Moods 
down south, or a]»})eals such as the recent disaster, or any 
emergcmcv that mav arise, wheia* the station could afford 
that coo])eration. it has always given it. 

I recall that wlien we were threatened with a strike in 
the subways of the city of Xew York—and it just happened 
that in the ])resent department of which I have the privi¬ 
lege to preside ovm’, we o]K‘rate what is known as the Munic- 
ii>al Bus Stvstem, an emergenev svstem for the citv of X’ew

York—and wlnm this (luestion of a strike came U]), realizing 
the calamity that might befall the millions of ])eople who 
had to traverse the highways by reason of the ])Ossibility 
of a shut down of the subwavs and trolh‘v lines, we labored 


all night long through the Tn(‘dium of this radio station, and 
kept that station going all night long, giving advance ))ul- 
letins to the ])ublic, to let them know just what avenues 
they could tak(‘ (o their work, and a])])ealing to the depart¬ 
ment stores and. manufacturers where they possibly could 
to provide their own transportation, and giving them the 
routes of travel. And we were asking people to leave their 
homes early, and asking them to avoid traffic jams, I state

that as one instance in which the radio station of the city 
of New York played a most important part for the benefit 
of its citizens. I 

‘202 IVe liave never hesitated, we have a kindly ear, an 
ear of constructive thoim*ht toward problems to the 
city. We broadcast activities that take place in jtlie Board 
of k]stimates and A])portionment, or any other !imi)ortant 
body. i 

The Comptroller of the city of New York sav(id the city 
thousands of dollars bv means of use of the station in

notifying taxpayers. He let the public know that there 

would be an auction sale of property held by the city, and 
urging the prom])t payment of taxes or assessments that 
had not been paid. And by reason of that broadcast the 
taxpayers were saved considerable money. ; 

Furthermore, it worked out so well that 1 believe later 
on stations in the commercial lines took up the qnestion of 
sale of real estate through broadcasting. But tljiis matter 
I am talking about was done as a citv agencv. ^ 

I possibly ought to dwell on other phases of work. There 
is the Goldman Band in llie siimnun-, through t|he contri¬ 
butions made by Hr. Adolj)h Lewisohn, by i^iying the 
musicians and talented artists to give the public! the bene¬ 
fit of their concerts in the i)arks throughout the cnty. And 
there is the amjjlitication of bi’oadcasts of varibns public 
functions, and we have been in strict eoo}»eratioh with the 
Federal Government. i 

I thought possibly that Commissioner Whaleh, as the 
Chairman of the reception of distinguished guests in the 
city of New York, would bring out about tlie mant ixHjuests 
that have come to him in his coo})eratioii with tiib Federal 
Government in the reception of the many dignitaries that

\Ve hoi)e that tlie monies that the Board of Estimates 
and Apportionment will give us will cause your body to 
give us due consideration, and let the city of New York 
maintain its present station as it has maintained it, and 
let it provide for additional educational advantages, and 
let it grow in order to make its scope bigger, and add 
additional facilities to it, so that it will be of additional 
value to the people of the city of New York. 

I do not know what further I could add. I do not want 
to unnecessarily take up the time of the Commission, or 
delay the other s])eakers. I am thankful to the Commis¬ 
sion for their courtesv.

Q. I have a (piestion or two to propound to you. The 
citv owns this station ? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Has it provided receiving sets usually for the ])arks 
or for the various police stations, in the various precincts 
in tlie city.' .\. It is making arrangements, and 
204 it has some outfits. 

Q. In the |)oIice stations? A. Well, in the police 
stations we are e.xperimenting, and I believe we have 
bought close on to liK) sets. Some of those sets did not turn 
out up to our e-X])ectations, and our engineers are now 
working on new out tits. At the parks we put up horns, as 
you know, amplilication, and we have purchased a wagon 
that we had especially built with aj^paratus and motor 
equipment installed, and that wagon goes from place to 
place where broadcasting is necessary in the ojieii held. 
Take the police exercises which were given last summer: 
That was a broadcast amplified In a held covering (pute a 
number of acres. 

Q. Do you give (uitertainnients in Central Park, and if 
so at how many |)laces? A. We give it in Central Park. 
That entertainment is not })aid foi* by the city but is 
donated. For instance, there is entertainment like the 
Guggenheimers [lay for, and the Goldman Band, and the 
city is given that ])rivilege, a privilege whereliy they invite 
the citizens of New York to hear the music of that excel¬ 
lent band as the result of that philanthropic work. The 
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same applies to Adolpli Lewisohn. Of course |if the city 
had to pay all these monies, it would be a kind of drain 
upon the taxpayers, and would possibly increase |the budget 
of the city of Xew York. So we accept that cooperation, 

with manv thanks, where it is for the benefit of 'the city at

Q. How continuous has that been? A. We have carried 
that on since I have been in office, the first of Janu- 
205 ary, 1927, two summers now and going into the 
third. ! 


Bv Commissioner Caldwell: 

y. I think Judge Robinson’s question was whether you 
operate loud speakers in the parks? A. Yes, feir. 

Q. In Central Park also? A. Yes, sir. ' 

Q. Those are fed directly from the band concerts? A. 
Yes, sir. | 

Q. And that is not brought in over the radio? A. No; 
but we have a hooking on to the radio to go all over the 
city. Tliat was the purpose of it. | 

Bv Chairman Robinson: I

Q. If I were leisurely minded and lounged on I a bench in 
Central Park on a summer’s day, would I get 'the benefit 
of this citv station? A. If vou were within a radius of 

» * I 

the bandstand. I do not know whether vou at*e familiar 
with Central Park, but there is a mall there, and there is a 
band concert stand with thousands of benches lined around 
there, and people gather there at night. Within that radius 
and with this amplification it is very delightful within 
hearing distance of all present. But if you mean a quarter 
of a mile away, at some other spot you might leisurely 
take a seat on a bench such as you referred to,! I will say 
that we have not worked that out yet. But iti is quite a 
thought and I think possibly we can work that o^t through¬ 
out the park svstem. 

g. Wh at is the power of your station? A. I 
20() would have to get that from my technical engineer. 

Commissioner Caldwell: It is 500 wattsJ But your 
communication with the police is carried on on a short wave.

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The witness: Yes, sir. 

Commissioner Caldwell: That has nothing to do with 
the broadcasting station. 

The 'Witness: Xo, sir. I believe you have an applica¬ 
tion in connection with the short wave, made in connection 
with experiments by the tire boats and the police station. 
I believe you are considering that at the present time. That 
is in the comprehensive idaii of ours of further developing 


the activities of our station and our service to the citizens

Bv Mr. Scott: 

Q. I understand that you have been rather closely c*on- 
nected with the station since about .Januai’v 1, 19'J7? A. 
Mav 1 answer that in mv own wav, if vou have no objec- 
tion ? 

207 Q. Certainly A. You see the Department of 
i^lant and Structures is one of the largest de])art- 
ments of its kind in the city government. 

Q. And this is only one of its many agencies.^ A. Ves, 
sir. We have bridges and ferries, and we install ti-aftic 
lights, and we run trolley lines as a railroad owner, and 
we have concessions, and we design hospital buildings, and 
we build incinerator plants, and taken all together it is a 
quite large department of the government. 

Q. I understand that your connection has not been par- 
ticularlv intimate with the station, and vou have not been 
fullv familiar with all the activities of the station during 
the year? A. I have been familiar with the details of the 
station in an executive capacity for the best interests of 
the city of New York. As to details with regard to tech- 
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nical or engineering questions, they of course |I have to 
leave to mv eni>:ineering staff.

Q. Have you been familiar with the programs |which you 
mentioned as the College Air course? A. I have been 
familiar with that, but not as familiar in detail as the 
Director, but as familiar as my time and the duties of my 
department would permit. | 

Q. AVlio ill your organization has been con|stantly in 
touch with those programs? A. The Director cif our sta¬ 
tion, Mr. Bohnsack, who is in charge of the| program 
arrangements for the station. I 

(.). Starting with the time when vou became gen- 

208 eral director of the station in 1927, do vqu know of 
your own knowledge approximately how rqany hours 

each da}" the station has been operated? A. Nq; 1 do not 
know. I 

Q. Will Mr. Bohnsack know? A. He might possibly be 

able to answer that for vou. ' 

* 

Q. Vou would not be able to give the Commlission any 
idea as to the amount of time that the station had consumed 
daily during the years, 1927 and 1928? A. No; but we can 
have the Commission furnished with it if thev desire it. I 
will see that they get that data if they wish it. | 

Q. Do you kee|) a record of your programs ? AVe have 
a record of every program and of every announcement and 
of every lecture, and just what it is. I 

Q. Who would have it ? A. AA"e would have I an official 
record in our office. 

Q. You speak of using the station for aniiouncing a 
public auction that was being conducted by the city of New 
York? A. T announced one in particular and thq only one, 
that of the Comptroller of the city of New Yprk on the 
question of where the city has land on which the ^axes have 
not been paid, and it is a part of a city agency to let them 
know about that, merely to let the public know through the 
medium of radio, outside of the general advertising that 
appeared in the newspaper. This was just an extra notice 
that was tried out. 

Q. How often was that done during yoiir adminis- 

209 tration ? A. I believe if my memory serves me right 
—and of course we do not have auction^ like that 

every day, and I believe that the people do pay their taxes 
—once; but- 
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Xicliolsoiii (interposing): Mr. Chairman, Dr. 'Robin¬ 
son, the President of the City C’ollege of New York, must 
catcli tlie twelve o'clock train. Might 1 suspend this wit¬ 
ness and put Dr. Kobinson on ? 

^Ir. Scott: Will ?^Ir. (Joldman be with us all day? 

^Ir. Nicholson : Oh, yes. 

!Mr. Scott: I should be glad to have him here, and in 
that event all right. 

Mr. Nicholsoni: I will now call Dr. Robinson, the Presi¬ 
dent of the Chty College. 


Wheren])on Dr. Frederick B. Robinson, another witness 
called on b(‘half of Station WNY(\ after having been lirst 
dulv sworn, testified and stated as follows: 


Direct examination. 

Bv Mr. Nicholson: 

Q. You may go ahead. A. I am to speak wholly from 
the standpoint of education, the part that the ('ollege plays 
in it, and the educational use that it makes of this station. 

Of course ediu-ation is a function i)eculiar to the States, 
and a function they are obligated to carry out for their 
people. This Commission also knows that here in Wash¬ 
ington, in the Bureau of Hducation, in the last two years 
a special division on adult education, with its own 
210 specialists, was erected because of the Importance 
of this work. 

The College of the Citv of New York is a well known 
institution, with .’>5,000 students, a very distinguished 
faculty, and we have thought, in accordance with tlie view 
of the C’ommissioner of Kducation of the Piiited States, 
and also of the Department of Education of the State of 
New York, that it is our function, not merely to give the 
benetit of our professors to those young men and young 
women who can attend our classes, but also to bring the 
intellectual I'csources of our faculty to all of the })eople of 
the city of New York. And in line with that general policy 
we have coo])m-ated with and made use of Station WNYC'. 

I must hurrv a wav because I left in New York the Asso- 

« • 

ciation of Crban Universities, of which 1 am President, 
which is holding its annual convention there, and I must 
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get back to them. Tliis i- an association of all cOjlleges and 
universities in the United States located in large cities. 
Their whole program is now centered on prohiotion of 
evening classes for those people who cannot attend by 
day, and by the use of broadcasting and other n|iethods of 
bringing progress to humanity through these means. The 
Uollege of the Citv of Xew York uses this station in the 
advancement of education, which we conceive to jbe of vast 
importance, and where our professors give theiii time free 
of cliarge in an altruistic service to humanity. ' Tliey use 
tlie station right in our faculty room, and two lectures are 
given Monday, Tuesday, IVednesday and Thursday even¬ 
ings of every week in the college year, j 

211 Q. IVhat station is that? A. This iis Station 
IVNYC, and it is the only station we use.! It is the 

onlv station which we can use because the time of other 
stations on a commercial basis is taken up. There are rea¬ 
sons why we cannot use other stations, and that iis because 
they could not afford, considering the cost of their organi¬ 
zation, to give us time which they can sell to somebody else. 

i 

Bv Chairman Robinson: I 

Q. How conveniently worked out is your program of lec¬ 
tures? A. Exceedingly well. I have here wh<1t was ac¬ 
tually given in October. It shows here first a I literature 
topic, “What is Philosophy'’. These were topics!that were 
being given during this particular term and arej fairly co¬ 
herent in certain divisions. Of course vou understand in 
adult education you cannot hope to give the same kind of 
technical instruction in a laboratory subject that you would 
give in a technical college classroom. But yog .can give 
coherent work with the expectation of reaching jthe adult, 
where lie does not want to be bored with technique. 

Q. We are interested to know something aboitt the sub¬ 
jects. A. The subjects were numerous. For instance, in 
the Department of Geology there were given ai series of 
talks, which occur usually on Thursdays, indicating the 
geology of the city of New York and surrounding countr^^ 
and recommending a study of the rocks and statiing where 
the geological formations may be found, and th^ books to 
be read thereon. 

212 Then in the Department of Economics Ithere was 
a series of lectures on different aspects of economic 
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life—insurance, taxes, and so forlli, of course treated in a 
manner so as not to be too technical. 

Then there is the Department of Pliilosophy, and it 
covered the whole series: “A\Tiat is Philosophy", “The 
Problems of Philosophy”, “Philosophy, Science and Re¬ 
ligion”, “Dualistic Philosophy of Life”, “Materialistic 
Philosophy of Life”. It is treated in a manner that per¬ 
sons of good understanding and maturitv to a reasonable 
degree can understand what it is. 

There are sc<attered here and there literary lectures by 
eminent experts in literature, isolated to bo sure, but giving 
an appreciation of literature, possibly more practicable to 
the radio listeners than in any other way. 

Q. What is the literature, modern? A. All sorts, of the 
mo<lern dav and also dealing with the historv of Hnglish 
literature. There is nothing in there that is not of the 
liighest acadeni|ic standing, given by men of eminent repute. 

Q. You do go back to the good old days of Longfellow 
and Tennyson? A. Yes, sir. Especially do we wish to 
make clear to the people that America has had a history, 
and that there are great men who have done gi*(*at things 
here, that there has been great benelit to humanity under 
tlie democratic form of government led bv the founders of 
this countrv. But I know that vou do not want an oration 
on that ])articular line of developnnuit, and I feel so 
213 much interested in it that when I get started I am 
tempted to go olf and talk for a long time about it. 

I wish to make it clear that the College of the Citv of 
New York has l^een working out thex* ])rograms. In order 
that we may get a reaction from the ])eoj)le <»f the city, 
and that they may have clearly in mind what we desire, we 
have i)rinted in the papers syll/bi which they can till out 
as to a course of study which they will follow, which will 
be given them free of charge. 

Q. Lectures at the station? A. Yes, sir; a great many, 
and one by William Guthrie, one of the best men in the 
nation, given in popular style. In conclusion I would say 
this, we believe that the work in adult education under 
the auspices of the faculty of the College of the City of 
New York, or any college like ours, should be increased 
rather than diminished. AVhile we do not enter into anv 

A' 

technical discussion which may come up necessarily between 
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you gentlemen and varic us experts, yet we do say as edu¬ 
cators that it would be much better if the possibilities of 
considerable expansion could be taken advantage! of. While 
you will be working on the matter and working it out we 
are carrving on our work of adult education in aln altruistic 
spirit, members of the faculty serving without ])a|y, although 
when they go outside they are paid. I 

Mr. Xicholson: That is all. I

Bv Mr. Scott: I

Q. Are you the President of the College of ithe City of 
Xew York ? A. Yes, sir. j 

Q. That is municipal owned and is operated as a city 
institution ? A. It is supported by the city, by finances, the 
same as the State University is supported by ^lie State. 

Q. It is a municipal college? A. I do not know that the 
college is a municipal college. Education is a jState func¬ 
tion, but the lawyers will understand that better than I 
do. I 

Q. Who pays the faculty? A. It is paid fk*om appro¬ 
priations made by the city, but that was not yoiir question. 

Q. Well, 1 asked you if it was a city college operated by 
the municipality. A. It is not. It is a separate corpora¬ 
tion, with a separate Board of Trustees, but| is linanced 
bv the citv. ! 

•/ •' I 

Q. How long have you been doing this work over WXYC? 
A. This is the second vear. i 

Q. And how much time? You stated that y(j)u had been 
using it ^Monday, Tuesday, AVednesday and Thursday. Dur¬ 
ing what months in the year do you do that ? A. With the 
opening of the college term, which is usualli* about the 
end of September or the first of October, and Hasting right 
through until the commencement in June. I 

Q. During tliat period how much time is devoted 
215 to vour course of the Oollege on the Aiit A. At the 
present, and 1 will leave with the Oonimjssion if you 
wish this schedule for October, Monday, Tuesday, Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday there are two lectures. The first lec¬ 
ture is from 7:35 to 7:55 p. m., and the second lecture is 
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from 7:55 p. m. to 8:15 p. m. Bu! we hope to expand that 
and not keep the two together. 

Q. What I am trying to get at is: How iniieh time liave 
YOU normally used in these courses ? A. This is the time 
that has been thus far assigned to it. 

Q. I am discussing about the past. A. Well, this is for 
the month of October, the past records. 

Q. Let us go back to last year. How much time did you 
use during the calendar school vear of A. I cannot 

recollect so as to say positively, but the attem])t was to 
give either one or two lectures a night during those partic¬ 
ular days, four days, Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursdav. As to last year's schedule 1 do not retain that 
in mv mind. Of course with an institution having 55,000 

students and nearlv 1000 members of the fac'ultv, 1 dele-

gate this to someone else. 

Q. What time during the evening was that ])ut on? 
A. From 7:35 j>. m. to 7:55 ]). m., and from 7:55 to 8:15 
p. m. was the next lecture. 

Q. Approximately 40 minutes? A. Yes, sir: and this is 
exclusive of certain things as broadcasting the commence- 
ment exercises, and broadcasting t!ie bampicts and 
216 talks by distinguished men and educatoi*s, and other 
matters of educational interest to tin* citizens. 

Q. I am only directing my attention to your so-called 
(^ollege on the Air. A. i^ut I did not want to give you an 
incomjdete answer. 

Q. In that college work have you in the past conducted a 
regular course of studv? A. Oh, ves. 

Q. What subjects are taught? A. There have been vari¬ 
ous regular courses. Economics in group is important. 
The geology group is important. Various literary groups 
have been im{>ortant. Of course certain things do not lend 
themselves to group treatment, and they an* giv(*n as 
isolated lectures. 

Q. When these lectures are given over the air, do you in 
any way enroll your students of the air.? A. We have not 
done so. But there is an application along that line that 
we hope to develop, to develop that very thing from re¬ 
quests that come in, from replies that come to us, so as to 
make it clear that it would be well to do the verv thing vou 
suggest. 
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Q. I am trying to fiin] out wliat you have done. Your 
future activities are ])rol)a])ly very glowing, btit I am in¬ 
terested in youi' j)ast conduct I’atlier than in yopr expecta¬ 
tions. A. The past gives promise of that devehypment, but 
the time has been too short to mature it. i 

Q. Yes, usually the past is the liest promise of the 

217 future, but I want to know what you have done! 
A. That is only the promise. The only }>romise you 

can have of the Future is the past, I agree with you. 

Q. You have not in the past enrolled your listening stu¬ 
dents.’ A. AVe have not had the time to do thatj. 

Q. Have you issued any di])lomas to your listening stu¬ 
dents? I 

Mr. Xicholson: I object to that, and want to sdy- 

A. (Interposing.) That is all right. We can|handle the 
gentleman. That question is suck that the answejr to it must 
be evident: Xo reputable college would issue a Idiploma of 
graduation where residence within the college djid not take 
]dace. But certificates of achievement are in Icontempla- 
tion, and ihev are granted bv universities and colleges for 
this sort of work. I 

(,>. You have not given out any diplomas so far to your 
students of the air? A. AVliv, of course not. ! 

(^. Xo. Do you know of the educational progi'ain being 
conducted over WOK bv (V)lnmbia Universitv? |A. Yes; it 
is very good. ! 

Q. You like it? A. Yes. I 

Q. Are all lecturers who appear on your College of the 
Air ))rofessoi's in your college? A. They are Otlmr pro¬ 
fessors or—are you using the word technically or in its 

ge]iei*al sense? | 

218 Q. Yes, I want to know whether in your regular 
curriculum arranged in reference to which you said 

you gave regular courses of study, whether thbse assign¬ 
ments are made for professors. A. What do yo|u mean by 
“professors*'? | 

Q. Teachers. A. Ali, that is what I took it to mean. 

Q. Menil>ers of yom* faculty. A. They are ail made by 
persons engaged by the faculty of the city of Xhw York in 
some teaching function. I 
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Q. That lias been followed coii.'istently, has it? A. So 
far as I know. From lookin, 2 : over this list that I have here 
it would ajipear so. From men who have lectured are men 
who are special teachers in our school, educated but not in 
a liberal arts colleire. But T believe that is so, ves. 

Q. How many other broad(*astinii: stations do you know 
of who are puttine: on the air a reicular collei^e course? .v. 
I have never taken any statistics of that because 1 am in¬ 
terested nuu'ely in wliat wo <‘aii do, and 1 know that we can¬ 
not iret the time tliat is now irranted to us and i^iven to us 
free of charire l)v \VXV(\ In* anv other station. 

O. Have vou ever asked anv other stations? A. Yes; a

number of times. 


(}. Did you ever ask Station WMCA ? A. Xo. 

Q. AVould you be surprised to know that free of charge 
Slat ion WMFA would in* glad t«) ])ut on such a program as 
vonr (’itv (’oll(‘ge lias ? .A. If thev were making that 
211t olVer I will look up their other connections and if 

satisfactorv I shall be glad to make use of them.

In the first place, we have a system of over one million 
pupils, probably 1,100,000. And we have a system of over 
35,000 teachers. AVe have an expenditure in Ne\t York City 
for education of $200,000,000 a year. The use lof radio in 
our schools is increasing everv dav. It is true that 
220 it is not as well organized at the present time as it 
mi,gilt be, but tliere is in process a metliold of organ¬ 
ization wliicli will bring that feature of our e(bication up 
to the standard of our other fc'atures of ediu'atioii and ad¬ 
ministration. I 

Kecently tlie City tSuperinteiident of Schools in his en¬ 
deavor to plan this organization sent out an inquiry as to 
the number of i-adios in the sciiools of tlie eitv. The re- 
turns are not yet com])le1e, l)Ut I asked my sjecrihary to 
investigate lhos(‘ rc'tiinis that had come in, aud|to approxi- 
iriate at h‘ast the numluu' of i-adios tiiat ar(‘ to be found in 
the city. And his i-e])ort was that basing his caieulation on

Chairman Kohinson: This Commission has bOen listen¬ 
ing to evidence as to popularity of stations, and 1 do not 
see much difference between this and tliat. 

The Witness: My chief })nr])Ose, Mr. Chainpan, is to 
show the increasing value of radio instruction in our im¬ 
mense school system from three points of view: | 

1. The benefit to the people. | 

2. The benefit to the teachers. i 

3. And direct talks over the radio, with parents in the 

evening and sometimes during the day. j 

It would be almost a waste of your time to ioutline to 
you some of the subjects that have already beed made the 
subject of addresses to parents. We find it 1 extremely 
valuable to notify parents of the method and the amount 
and the treatment of home work of pupils. i 

When we have a new form of administration, such as our 
junior high schools, it can be got over to the parents much 
more readilv in this wav than bv means of anvl circulars, 
or even by gathering together all the paidnts in the 
223 different auditoriums of our schools. ; 

We have addresses to the parents on Training ap¬ 
prentices in our schools, Xational health week, Kducational 
opportunities for employed persons, and our coinplete pro¬ 
gram of assistance and dispensation of educatibn menus. 

In addition to that our lecture system is now tb quite an 
extent conducted over the radio. i 

As I liave told you, we have between 35,000 and 40,000 
teachers in the public schools of the city of New iYork, and 
you can readily see the impossibility of gathering together 
such a body of teachers in any one place. On I the other 
hand, by means of the radio our Superintendent qf Schools 
and his associates, the Commissioners of Education, can 
get in touch with the teachers and can explain to|them any 
new course of study, any changes in matters of adminis¬ 
tration and method. | 

Of course with the pupils the field is unlimited. In 
several addresses and special exercises instructioti has been 
give?! 1o them in this way. And I understand t^at one of 
the speakers here today will address you on theimatter of, 
music as radioed to the different schools. I

In the matter of civics, such as the big movemeint we had 
recently on safety, in an attempt to reduce the | appalling 
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loss of life and the number of accidents in our streets to 
school children, that has been a very fruitful topic.

the same as the City College. | 

Q. All right, go ahead. A. 1 have in the last two years 
learned of the value of radio in this way: I haie gone a 
step beyond the usual custom. I have coordinated the 
studies of the day college with radio. Thatjis to say, 
229 if I took up a certain subject, partly literary and 
partly musical, or treated in a musical way, I had 
the students then to listen to the performances and to hand 
in essays. So that I find now this work is indispensable 
to higher education, to the development of a higUer stand¬ 
ard of test. ' And if education means anything i it means 
higher development and tests.

Q. You may go ahead, Dr. Gwynne. A. May f first say 
a word as to the potential value of radio in evient of an 
epidemic. In broadcasting information to the |public as 
to methods of preventing diseases, methods of treatment, 
need of hospitalization, facilities for hospitalizatipn, and so 
on, the radio is of very great value and importance. In an 
epidemic such as 1918 had we the faclities that welhave now 
to broadcast, we could have done a great deal to allay the 
fears of the people, and to have helped them to secure med¬ 
ical attention, and nursing care that they required. I just 
touch on that because we never know when an epidemic will 
come upon us. One was threatened last year. lAnd if it 
had come then the broadcasting station then in use would 
have been of the greatest value to us. | 

232 A foremost statistician recently estimated that 12 
years can be added to the expectation of |life if we 
make full use of the knowledge we now have as to preven¬ 
tion of disease. Dr. Fisher made such an estimate a num¬ 
ber of years ago, and his estimate has already been fulfilled. 

Now, in order to make use of that knowledge we must 
get the knowledge over to the public, and there isi no better 
medium for disseminating that knowledge to the public 
than by means of use of the radio. I 


i 
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T have but recently taken over tlie Commissionership of 
the Department, so that I am now and have been for a little 
over two months responsible for the management of the 
Department. 1 have requested the Mayor, and I have dis¬ 
cussed the matter with the Board of Estimates and Appor¬ 
tionment, and I have asked them if thev would not install 
in the schools, in their auditoriums, receiving sets so that 
we mav be able to broadcast to the schools health talks to 
the children in the morning. 

There are approximately 700 or 800 schools in the city 
of Xew York. In order to 2 :et over to those children in the 
schools the information needed would require the services 
of a good many lecturers, in order to appear before them 
personally, whereas one doctor, talking from the station, 
could reach them all. 

We are now conducting a diphtheria campaign, which has 
just gotten under way. It is about a treatment that we 
have had in our possession for 12 years, a method of pre¬ 
venting diphtheria by the injection of an antitoxin. In 
Xew York City last year we had 13,500 cases of 
233 diphtheria and 715 deaths. Every one of those deaths 
could have been prevented, and every one of those 
cases of diphtheria could have been prevented. In some 
counties up State diphtheria has been entirely wiped out. 
In Xew York Citv in the last two vears we have conducted 
campaigns of immunization. That is one of the outstand¬ 
ing pieces of health work that we hope to get over this year. 
We must first reach the children through the schools, and 
then reach the parents and talk to them. 

Tuberculosis is a disease we have been combatting for 
30 vears. Last month I had made an examination of our 
records and I find we examined but 5 per cent of the con¬ 
tacts with tuberculosis. In other words, there are people 
exposed to tuberculosis who are not advised as to the neces- 
sitv of their being examined. 

We have now begun the establishment of diagnostic sta¬ 
tions throughout the citv. There are two of them now in 
operation, and we will open another in a short time. The 
purpose of these stations is to furnish free diagnostic in¬ 
formation for persons suspected of tuberculosis or members 
of families where there are cases, and to have them promptly 
examined. 
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j 

I 

In order to get this over to the public we must r^ach every 
one of them, and we can get it best and most quickly through 
the radio. These are just two pieces of health work we are 
now planning. 

Let me say that other radio stations have accorded 
234 us an opportunity to talk over them. They have ex¬ 
tended that privilege gladly and in a good spirit. 
And we have frequently talked over these stations, I have 
done it myself. But the difficulty is that they dp not give 
us time when we feel we can reach the greatest number of 
people. Naturally they have given us the time Ithat is in 
least demand. But I think health is of the greatest impor¬ 
tance, the most important thing in fact of all, and the very 
foundation of the financial success of our city and country, 
and I do not think we should be placed second to| any com¬ 
mercial enterprise. I 

Mr. Nicholson: That is all. i

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been more or less wasted, because we now have one — the 
most important and valuable methods at our disposal.

Mr. Nicholson: I will now call Mr. Hodges, President 
of the Advertising Club of America. 

Whereupon Gilbert T. Hodges, another witness called on 
behalf of Station WNYC, having been first duly sworn, 
testified and stated as follows:

Bv Mr. Nicholson: 

Q. You may proceed with your statement. A. Commis¬ 
sioners, I sup])ose I am here simply as a private citizen of 
New York. As such, and as President of the Advertising 
Club, I have had some experience with \VNYC, not only as 
a listener-in but in holding important meetings at the Club. 

The Advertising Club is composed of the leading business 
men and i)ublighers of New York City. We have 2,500 
members. We plan to give weekly luncheons that will 
2M0 be influential in civic affairs, in educational affairs, 
in aflirmative matters. We plan to entertain as many 
distinguished visitors, important authorities on the various 
])]iases of business life, as is possible. We try to get the 
most learned experts in the various phases of business. 
And we have succeeded to a marked degree. 

We have always found radio station WNYC to be very 
amenable to cooperation with us in broadcasting these 
events. Other stations likewise have been verv liberal in 
that regard: tlie onlv difficutlv lias been oftentimes some 
commereial enterprise interferes in the case of other sta¬ 
tions. For instance, the Byrd expedition could not be broad¬ 
cast by one of the stations because of a contract with an 
advertiser that had to be given that night, and they felt 
that the }>roceedings at tlie luncheon would interfere with 
their contract with their advertiser that night. Therefore, 
thev could not take it on at that time. 
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I 

Station IVNYC has boeii vevy willing to cooperate, and 
we feel that they have done a very good job for us. They 
are always ready and willing. i 

I have had some experience as a listener-in. I could not 
help but be interested in the testimony of Dr. FWck. I have 
listened in to those Lewisohii concerts and they|are indeed 
splendid. 1 think that is one of the great seirvices that 
WNY(' has been rendering, in broadcasting those educa¬ 
tional concerts, musical programs, and lectures. 1 have also 
listened in on the lectures and they have likewise been very 
beneficial. | 

As a citizen of New York, I am merely h^re to voice 
237 my sentiment, and that is, that I really think there 
is great need in a large city such as Ne\y York for 
a radio station, and that it should have that service at all 
hours, day and night; not only in order to meet educational 
needs, but also for use in case of catastrophes,! in case of 
changes in police regulations, and everything pe|rtaining to 
civic betterment. 

We liad one experience just re('entlv on WNVf. The 
New York Sun took over tliat station electioii niglit in 
order to report tlie election returns. The res||onses that 
we have received from that service have been mqst remark¬ 
able. The Sun has been publishing double pages of repro¬ 
ductions of those letters nearlv everv dav since election, 
letters of commendation, letters of a})preciatibn, of tlie 
wonderful inter])retation placed upon the retuhis of the 
election. |

Q. As an advertising man you are ac<*ustomed to analyz¬ 
ing popularity mediums, are you not? A. ^’esl I am. 

(1. Have vou made anv studv or analvsis of the relative 
popularity of broadcasting stations in X(‘W York City, and 
can you give us any sort of estimate; of the whole ])icture 
there, of the more po})ular stations I mean? j[low would 
you judge that situation to be, and you ai)i)ear ihere as an 


expert witness, F take it, and your informat ion | or opinion 
would be very helpful? Well, my testimony might not 
be e<»3nj)etent inasmuch as I am quite directly lallied with 
another form of advertising. 1 do not know ttat I could 
qualify either as an expert on the question, as you put your 
(jiiestion. It is a big order, and I should hesitate to draw 
any line between the different radio stations. T should also 
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hesitate to make a comparistMi hi'! ween the different forms 
of advertising?, because they are all very splendid. It is 
not a question of wliich is the better form of advertising; 

the question is which is the better one for the adver- 
241 tiser to use in his particular case. And that is where 
sometimes debates take ])lace on advertising* 
mediums, wlien vou should not start with the medium, but 
you should start witli the object of the advertiser, and then 
find out what medium is best for the ])roduct to be adver¬ 
tised. So I could not answer your (piestion without going 
into the matter of what you propose to advertise. 

Q. I was referring to the popularity of stations in terms 
of circulation, to put it in the terms of Printers Ink. A. 
It is very large. 

Q. Have you made any comparison of the relative cir¬ 
culation of tlie different radio stations.’ A. Xo: we have 
not. It would be verv diilicult to do. 

Commissioner (‘aldwell: All right. That is all.

Rv Mr. Nicholson: 


Q. Vou may pi*oceed with your statement, Heneral. .V. 
Mr. Commissioners, I come to speak for the National 
242 Security League, which is non-partisan, non-secta¬ 
rian, non-}>olitical, an educational society of some 
twelve thousand mi'inbcrs scattered all over the Cnited 
States and abroad. We start witli the \uce-President of 


the United States, and we liave a couple of Ambassadors, 
and a number of ex-Cabinet ofticers, and so on, who are 
intere.sted in the League, and who have been leading mem¬ 
bers of it. It is a patriotic organization. It has through 
its members, I should say quite largely and almost exclu- 
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sively by its own efforts in tlio last six years, puj the teach¬ 
ing of the Constitution of the United States in| the public 
school laws of some forty-one states. And the pjresent pur- 
])ose of that League is largely the teaching of the Constitu¬ 
tion, not by individuals but through the schools, which 
under the laws are now expected to teach tlie Constitution 
of the United States. i 


The National Securitv League also has co\'erbd the sub- 

I 

ject of national defense, and ineidentally attacking all kinds 
of radicalism, principally by teaching the Const jit ut ion. 

I have been the President of the Society for nearly four 
years, and up to about a year ago we had a good deal of 
difliculty getting on the radio. About a year aiio we made 
special application to AVXYC, and when they lopked up our 
purposes they assigned us one day a week, an |average of 
about half an hour at a time, ))ut we took all thje time that 
we could get. The difficulty seemed to be that they did not 
have the time to spare. The (|uality of instruction that 
went over the station seemed to me to be very good. It was 
very carefully watchetl over by the represehtatives of 
WXVC. and it was required to l)e non-])oliticjil, uon-sec- 
tai’ian, and to be educational. I 

243 I might tell you that the National Security League 
is recognized bv the L^nited States as an educational 
institution or society. 'Fhe subjects tliat havcCbeeii dwelt 
u])ou have a very wide range, and they aiv Covered by 
Congressmen, bv lawyers, bv ordiiuirv mini, sojinUimes bv 
p]*ofessors, and such a one as was nientioued by one wit- 
jiess. Professor Guthrie. | 

Another professor of government comes fronii Yale, and 
his trdks have been invaluable in forwarding these things. 

4hie subjects in general that w(‘ have covijred have been 
principally the Constitution, teaching of the Constitution, 
national defense, Army and Navy, not only in peace time, 
but a.s well war time activities. Americanization. 

B(‘fore 1 joined this League 1 remember for a while I 
used to 1)0 invited bv the courts when thev weite receiving 
new < iiizens from abroad to talk to them. 1 dp not think 
that has hap})ened ’recently. On.r subjects very well cover 
that matter. I 

And we have covered the subject of military training 
in the matter of future national defense. Some of our re- 


I 
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lations abroad as tliev affect the citizens liave been covered, 
and, in general, good citizenship. 

We have had, as I say, a goodly number of communica¬ 
tions indicating that the talks have been very well received 
by the public. We receive many thousands of letters. 1 
remember one month—before, however, Mr. Counsel, that 
we had come upon this radio—of receiving something like 
1200 letters on the subject of constitutional, patriotic and 
civic teachings. The most of our letters relate to 
244 the teaching of the Constitution. 

We go verv much farther bv radio than New York 
City. We receive inquiries from all of New England, and 
indeed from all over the countrv. Last Sundav I was in 

Milwaukee and a ladv took occasion to sav that she had 

• » 

heard the talk out there, and she asked me some question 
about a civic subject. 


Bv Chairman Robinson: 

Q. So that WXYC was heard out there? A. She didn’t 
mention that. But, !Mr. Chairman, we use only WNYC from 
New York. 

Q. I wanted to see if their 500-watts was reaching out 
to Milwaukee. A. I do not know. I was told bv the ladv

that she knew of our activities bv reason of the radio. We 
are not using anv other. She mav have attributed it to 
something else.

Q. That might have been before the power of this sta¬ 
tion was reduced. A. Very likely. But about that part, 
]\[r. Commissioner, I would not attempt to say. 1 will only 
say that our talks are covering these general subjects. And 
let me emphasize this: Before WNYC took us on we had 
a good deal of difficulty in getting on other stations. As 
a result of our being able to use Station WNYC it has 
very much added in tlie last year to the work that we are 
doing, and it has spread the doctrine of good citizenship.

Chairman and gentlemen, I might supplement by a few 
words tlie report that General Bullard has made. We have 
conducted these talks on WXYC weekly for a })eriod of 
about a vear, and at those talks we have had some of the 
most tirominent:men In their tields in the country. .Just 
taking a glance .back, perhaps a month ago, we had Chief 
Justice McAdoo of the Xew York Magistrates Courts. We 
had following him Judge Lazansky, presiding justice of the 
Appellate Division of the Second Department. We had 
after that Congressman Loring Black. We had a few

months ago ^Ir. Charles II. Tuttle, United States Attorney 
for the Southern District of X’ew York. And in connec¬ 
tion with Mr. Tuttle I am going to ask the permission of 
the Chairman to read into the record the letter which Mr. 
Tuttle gave to nil* last night and signed in my ]')resenc(‘.

Mr. Xicholson: I ask that it mav be shown to the

Commission. Atul if counsel wants to look at it, all right. 

The Witness: If the Commission wnll permit I will de¬ 
tail to tb.e Commission the conversation I had with Mr. 
Tuttle last night. 

Mr. Scott: I object to that. I do not know what it is but 
it is not proper. 

Chairman Bobinson: The Commission is ruling that let¬ 
ters are not admissible. Letters of conclusion are of no 
probative value. :pid letters of fact should be in the form 
of affidavits. The fact that Mr. Tuttle has used the sta¬ 
tion is t^ertinent. What is the object of the letter? 

The Witness: The subject of the letter is to this effect: 
That Tuttle has written General Bullard, and he has 
told me, that ho has heard the city might have to divide 
its wave length with another station, a commercial station, 
which carries lighter forms of entertainment. He has 
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told General Bullard ir. lliat letter that lie fel|t that the 
splendid work, and his expression is in these words, should 
not be in anv wav retarded, and that he regarded it as 
particularly unfortunate if these talks on Americaniza¬ 
tion on the station should he in any way sandwiched in 
with lighter forms of entertainment. He has stated in his 
letter that he feels that the force of these serioib talks on 
the duty of our citizens would lie greatly weakeijed if com¬ 
bined with the ordinary type of commercial! program. 
That is the spirit of the letter. | 

Chairman Robinson: ^Ir. Scott, do von now relv on vour 
objection? | 

248 Mr. Scott: Yes, and T move that thej testimonv 
just given by the witness be stricken out.! 

Chairman Robinson: The ruling of the Commission will 
be that the statement of Mr. Tuttle as reported by the 
witness is not admissible. !

Q. You may proceed with your statement. Ai. i\Ir. Tut¬ 
tle availed himself of the opportunity of talking on the 
radio on two occasions. The first time he delivered a verv 
splendid address on the duties of the voter, exhorting the 
voter to come to the polls. Then he submitted a manu¬ 
script on the Constitution, and as something elsej prevented 
his presence it was read in his'behalf. i 

We have in the future many other prominent speakers 
coming on. We have felt that to divide time, or rather to 
place the city station upon the wave leng*th with another 
station, would not only in all probability restrict our op¬ 
portunities, but would put our talks at a particular disad¬ 
vantage in the sense that if they were giving a program 
which was not educational, which was of an entirelv differ- 
ent type, and we were giving something of the type of 
valuable lessons to be taught, by speeches on the Consti¬ 
tution, and Governmental duties, and good citizbnship, the 
lighter stuff that preceded or followed our matter would 
tend to cheapen our talks. 


We have been on commercial stations in thb past. In 


1923 we began on one station to have a weeklv 


talk in the 
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afternoon. In the first phi e tlie hour assigned us 
249 was not a particularly advantageous one. The di¬ 
rector of the station showed us everv courtesv it is 

• * 

true, but as tlieir program became crowded we were forced 


off. 

We next went to two other commercial stations. They 

did the l>est thev could for us, but thev had time to sell. 

• • 

Our oru-anizatioii is, vou miii’ht sav, a charitable organiza- 
tion, certainly in the sense that we depend upon it for mem¬ 
bers, and we have not verv much monev and cannot afford 
to pay for time.. So in the (*ase of three stations w(‘ found 
it necessary to drop off. 

I might add that one reason we did want to drop off was 
that we found our tiilks being sandwiched in between other 
things that were certainly not helpful at all in connection 
with our talks. 

As the Honorable Chairman mav know, in Xew York 
State capital ])unishment, since we have had the rather 
barbaric spectacle of a woman being electrocuted some 
months ago. is a matter of great discussion. The peo])le 
are verv much interested in the matter, as is evidenced bv 


])hone calls and letters coming into the station when they 
hear that a talk is to be given. In about three weeks we 
wer(‘ conducting a debate between Warden Laws, the 
great ])rotagonist of abolition, and the District Attornev 
of Brooklyn in favor of capital punishment. That debate 
will last an hour, and at the end there is a period for ques¬ 
tions. In other words, the listeners will telephone in their 
questions, and Warden Laws and District Attorney Dodd 
will answer them over the air. That means a good deal to 
us in Xew Y’ork. We respectfully submit it is almost 
bordering on sacrilegious to sandwich that feature in 
250 between the sob of some tenor singing about his 
mama, and the raucous bedlam of some Xew York 
night club. 

Xow, we cannot possibly get time on commercial stations. 
And I cannot think that we should expect it. We cannot af¬ 
ford to pay for it, and this seems to be our only opportunity 
to get our message across. We have had other stations in 
several other parts of the country, but we feel from the 
testimonials we hav(^ received about the words of prominent 
speakers that have gone on the air for us, that we are a 
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feature that should be preserved, and we feel t^at a com¬ 
bining of that feature with ordinary entertaihnient of a 
commercial station is going to work a severe hardship on 
us, more particularly is going to hurt the splendid work, 
if I mav sav so, that this Americanization societv is doing.

Xow, whether we art* evt*r iciveii credit foi* it oi’ not, Xi*w 
York business ni‘*n do |)ause in their I'usli, and ])aust* tpiite 
fretjuently, to consider the ))urt*ly huniau side of some 
things. We liave done that witli railio. We s(*e in its fu¬ 
ture along these lines o])portunities that are worthy of our 
greatest encouragement. These havt* to do with education, 
with cultui'al dcvt*lopni(*nt, witli ])rotection of the inliab- 
itants of Xew York. For these {)urpost‘s ami for these pui‘- 
poses alone the city of Xew York has in 0])eration a munici¬ 
pal broadcasting station, WXYf'. it is b(‘ing used now in 
manv wavs foi- tin* education and enlightennn*nt of its citi- 
zens and a much wider use for those purposes is }>lanne(.l.

A. The Borough of Queens, as you | gentlemen 
probably know, is the largest of the five boroughs of Xew 
York City. It is located on Long Island, extending from 
the Sound to the Atlantic Ocean, lying east abd north of 
Brooklyn. It has a population of about one million people, 
and an area of more than one-third of the total larea of the 
city. Its outermost boundaries are something!like fifteen 
to twenty miles from the City Hall in Manhattan. 

I am here by direction of our President, aftbr a confer¬ 
ence with our Executive Committee, to request your body 
to give favorable consideration to the application of WX^YC 
that they be given an exclusive channel on the air. 
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The Queens , Borough Chamber of Commerce has had 
occasion to use this station on several events, at their din¬ 
ners, in broadcasting addresses of siu-h men as Charles Zsl. 
Schwab, Merle Thorpe, Editor of Nation's Business, mem¬ 
bers of our own organization, and we believe that those 
addresses have been of educational interest, because they 
contain not onlv direct information about the Boroimh of 
Queens and its growth and development, but also addresses 
by nationally-known men on subjt'cts of general interest. 

It occurred to our Executive Committee that a division of 
time bv WXYC with anv other station would result in 
taking them off, that is if on a r)t)-r)i) l)asis. wouhl 
258 result in taking them off the air during one-half of 

the most valuable time of the dav. And if tliev were 

• * 

not allowed to use the air at that time their educational 
and instructive and entertainment |)r(\grams would l)e abso¬ 
lutely or ])ractically at least useless. Our r(‘(|uest there¬ 
fore is that the Commission endeavor to find some channel 
which WXYC can use exclusivelv. 


Bv Commissioner Caldwell: 

Q. Did your body give any thought as to what should be 
done with Station WMCA in its recommendation? A. 
Xo; thev did not. I do not think thev are familiar (uiough 
with the problem which has confronted yoii gentlemen, 
although they dp realize the magnitude of it to some extent 
at least, to make any constructive sugg(*slions whicli would 
help you in that connection. T will say as an individual and 
as a citizen and a resident of the city of Xew ^’ol•k, that 1 
live in Flushing, Long Island, which is from 10 to 15 miles 
from the City JJgll. I have liad occasion to listim to WXYC 
on numerous occasions. One feature of their programs 
which I find of particular interest is the l(*cture on modern 
languages, instruction in modern languages particularly in 
French; also the Goldman Band concerts which come fi*om 
the park in the summer time 1 find to be m(>st interesting. 


Bv Chairman Robinson:

Q. Do you get this station at Flushing with clearness? 
A. Yes, sir; it is very clear. 

Q. How does this station compare with WOR and 
WEAF? A. Well, I believe at my location. WdZ and 
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WEAF come in better uian any other two stations, but 
AVOR and WXYC are almost equally good. ;

Q. Do 3 'ou mean equally good as to field strength? A. 
As to field strength and clearness.

Q. Gentlemen of the Commission, Mr. BohnSack is the 
Manager of Station WNYC. A. Under the direction of 

Commissioner- | 

Q. (Interposing.) Let me ask you this question right 
there: Will you kindly explain to the Commission the 
method of managing your station, and also the method 
adopted so as to see what class of matter goes oter the air, 
and further wliat precautions are taken to see |hat only a 
certain class of entertainment goes over and i what that 
class of entertainment is. A. Mechanically we op- 
2b0 crate under an engineer and a certain jnumber of 
1 ‘adio o]'>erators, a public address man, ah assistant 
dir(‘ct()r, a liostess, and announcers. | 

Tile scheme of program building as outlined |al our sta¬ 
tion is al)out as follows: Under the dii’cction of ith(‘ Mayor, 
who ill turn is directed by the Board of Estimates and Ap¬ 
portionment, 90 per cent of our program material is made 
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lip of educational matters. The remaining 10 per cent be¬ 
ing musical matters, both instrumental and vocal. 

AVe would prefer, of course, to give the entire 100 per 
cent for education, believing that tiiat is the province of a 
municipal station, particularly in the city of Xew York. 
But like other well organized enterprises, particularly of an 
entertaining character, there must be a little music. And 
that is done more particularly to give the programs some 


balance. 

As to the character of our musical artists, we give audi¬ 
tions everv Saturdav afternoon from two to five. give 
them during the week to persons who are not able to ap¬ 
pear on Saturday. Our aim is to aid every ])erson who 
feels that he or she has some latent ability, to appear on the 
radio. 

We do not restrict our programs to the very high type 
artists, because we are unable to pay them, as commercial 
stations are. We have never yv.\ paid any aiMist for his oi¬ 
lier appearance at our station. 'J'hat of (‘(mrse is quite a 
iiandicap as you will realize. 

Three years ago we organized the WXV(’ Air College. 
'That was done because we felt there was gr(*at need for 
cultural development for the residents of Xew York 
2()1 and others listening in. Conse(jm‘n(Iy we had long 
conferences with Dr. Koblnson, tho head of the (*o!- 


lege of the City,of Xew York. He entered into the plan 
readily, realizing as we did that adult eduration had been 
sadly neglected; that many of us for one reason or another 
had to leave school before the proper time. We tlien began 
this air course, and under his direction wr piTsmtod to the 
radio audience some of the finest lectures that it has ever 
been mv good fortune to listen to. Thev have been wide in 
scope. Manifestations of approval have come from many 
sections, particularly remote sections, showing tin* advan¬ 
tages of an educational scheme of this kind. 


By Chairman Robinson: 

Q. Will you estimate the responses you have had to the 
program that Dr. Robinson spoke of? A. The calls on and 
to us members, Judge Robinson, or the numbers of letters 
do voii mean? 
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Q. Any sort of rcspo].. e yon may have liacl, \i*]iother by 
telephone, telegraph or letter, or by personal visit. A. The 
telephone calls 1 should say after each lecture, l^y our own 
estimate, we received from 25 to 35. As to letteiis and tele- 
grams approximately 50 to 75, lengthy in scope, not a mere 
serial typed letter of thanks like this: Thank yoiu for your 
ap|)earaiice. We learned something. But goiitg into- de¬ 
tail and giving reasons why the ]>lan should bel amplified, 
giving suggestions all the time, and tliat is the ijeason why 
we have grown. 

Q. Have you had a similar response abput Hunter 
202 College? A. Oh, absolutely. I was just gi»ing to get 
to that, Judge. | 

Q. All rigid. A. That showed the vast need for WNYC 
Air College in coo})eration witli the Chty (\)llegi‘. Let me 
take the language coui*ses. Oi’iginally W(‘ [>Ui on two 
courses of one hour each, Italian and Fi-eiich. iWe found 
that they were so populai* that, I might say, the [)ul)lic de¬ 
mand forced us to put on two additional lecturers, Cermaii 
and Spanish, which we did gladly. They go on every night 
for four nights a week, Hondav, Tnesdav, Wediliesdav and 
Friday, from fi.-JO until 7:30, the first half lioui* i)eing de¬ 
voted to a preliminary discussion, and the secoiu|l to the ad¬ 
vanced class. I 

(^). What time of evening.’ A. From 6:30 toi 7:30, that 
being the hour selected because we made a test and wo 
found that the persons who were interested wlould be at 
home between 6:30 and 7:30, and we also found! that per¬ 
sons who had not been getting home at 6:30 prioir to the in- 
ceptio]! of these courses made it their ])usiness to get home 
in order to get the ground work in the languages in which 
they were interested. Now, then, in the matter of response 
from listeners-in under these language courses] thev have 
been very gratifying. ! 

Jn addition, we have the Hunter College cour.sje. I might 
add, without any fear of a possil)le contradiction anywhere 
at any time, that there is no course (jf this kind which meets 
with more public interest than that particular course. Mr. 
P^leck, whom you have heard here today, is a jiast master 
in giving to the radio public the opportunity they 
263 need in the matter of a musical education. Everv

Wednesday night, week in and week out,!during the 
collegiate year I mean, of course, that is given. | 


I 
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Now w’Q come down to the Board of Education of the 
city of New York. We have been putting on three nights 
a week lecturers who appear under the auspices of our 
great national—or I mean our great educational body, the 
Board of Education. On Monday night particularly we 
put on a man like Babbi AVise, or somebody of that kind, 
and there is no finer e.xponnding of the educational word 
or good English to be found anywhere, men of that type. 

AVe have amplifiers in tlie liigli school in University Place, 
New A^ork. Persons who are unable to purchase radio sets, 
or wlio liavo no means of listening in anywhere^ (‘1<(‘. a]»]>ear 
in tlie auditorium of that school and through the means of 
the loud speakers they heard every lecture which was given 
from tlie studio of AVNA’P. Prior to the beginning of the 
h'clnro —- iliom witii music. That was visih]<» and not 
through the radio. 

Now, w(‘ have in contemplation, and of course these things 
move slowly in a big municipality, as you gentlemen know; 
plans come and go, and they are remodelled and am]dified 
in a l>ig municipality with all of the other arduous duties 
that our lawmakers have and our administrators have to 
take up their time. But two years ago we began consid¬ 
eration of an extension of the educational policy which would 
include tlie installation in all the schools in greater New 
A'oi’k with amplitiers. Our plan so far as it has gone, and 
I inav be revealing sonn‘thing which I shouldn't re- 
21)4 \-e;il. but ill oi-(lei' to let you know just what the city 

of Xew York is trying to do for its peo])le and for 
any other peoph* who listen in, I will let you in on a secret: 
installing ampliiiers in tin* various schools in the city of 
New A'ork, whereby the scholars in the differiuit classes ami 
(.Iin\*rent gra(b‘s inav be asseinbletl in the auditorium, and 
we will havt* a man at tin* slmlio to speak to all those chil- 
ilren simultaneously insti'ad of visiting eac*h school. In 
that way we will save* tinng and <)f coui’S(‘ great t^xtnmse, 
and in addilien doing tiiat much bettei*. nf ('(mrsi* that will 
mean tlie doing that mmdi beltin’ of the work for the city 
of Xb*w A’ork and; its pi'ople. in conn(‘clion with this gr(‘at 
educational ])olicy. d'hat plan is still in the making, and 
it will take a little more time before we (gin get it to func¬ 
tioning j)r()])erly, but we cannot under any circiimstaiu'es 
put it into execution as we believe, an educational policy 
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of this kind, if we are compelled to share time with any 
station ree:ardless of the character of the station. It does 
not make any diilerence as to that. 

We never know when the Mavor of the citv of| Xew York 
is going to need the service of WNYC. He is likely to need 
it any time of day or night, morning or afternobn, and we 
never know. We must be ready to go on the air with any 
emergency message. We cannot do that if wd are going 
to be trammeled bv another station. I

Bv Mr. Nicholson:

Q. Let me ask you this: What is being done! insofar as 
putting radios in the schools is concerned!? A. Well, 
205 we have siarled that. The Boai’d of Miiucation is 
now considering an outlay of from $50,()()d to $25,000, 
providing for the installation of radio sets in tljie dilferent 
schools. That matter is now under coiitemplatidn, and has 
been for some lime. We have a set in the Ixichinond girls’ 
iiigh school. I

Q. What do educators say about the feasibility or utility 
of radio in the ])ub]ic schools?

But if vou had ])ut a radio in the old countrv school 
when I was a boy there would not have been anj' sciiool for 

a month. |

Bv Mr. Nicholson: I 

Q. Answer that question. A. T get this from the edu¬ 
cators, Judge Robinson, that it means a wonderful check-up 
on the valiu* of the school, on the kids that w^nt to shirk 
school. There have be(*n numerous cases no doubt but I 
have lieard of this: T have hoard of fathers saiying, ‘‘You 
Iiave got to stav in. Vou have rJaved hookev iodav and I 
want you to listcui in on WNYCYs .Mr (k)lleg(‘| ])rogram.” 
Boys and girls of 14 and 15, will gel interested in a travel 
talk or something of that kind, and then they will want to 
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learn. Tliat was the primary object to get their interest. 
The educators to whom I have spoken are unanimous in 
praise of tliis educational policy. 

266 Q. Have you ever heard i'rom the parents of the 
children? A. Many of them. 

Q. Bv wav of commendation or otherwise? A. Bv wav 
of commendation. I have yet to hear any |)arent who has 
denounced or criticized \VXV(.-*s etlucational policy. Every 
one of them is loud in ])raise as to the wonderful niche 
we occupy in riulio today and have occupied for some time. 


^Ir. Nicholson: Might I have the privilege of witlidraw- 
ing this witness now in order to ])ermit Congressman Celler 
to take the >tand, as he must return to New York? 

Chairman l»ol>iuson: 1 take it theia* is no objection.

Bv Mr. Nicholson:

Q. I will thank you just to make your statement, 
267 (\mgressman. A. Mr. Chairman and members of 
the Commission: I desire to appear in a sort of dual 
role here todav: 1. As a witness: and then 2. As a Mem- 
ber of Congi-ess. in the interest of Station WNYC. 

As a witness I wish to state that I have been a member 
of the so-called Air College of WNYC, and T liave given 
courses of lectures on eminent Americans over that station. 
And it is interesting to note that after I have given live 
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lectures on men like Aaron Burr, Gallatin, and others, when 
I wanted to test out the interest that niightl have been 
ev’oked by the lectures so as to determine whother or not 
1 should continue them; 1 say, al'ter giving the five lectures 
Mr. Bohnsack or somebody else in charge mfide the an¬ 
nouncement over the station that 1 was anxiqus to know 
what the radio listeners over WXYC thought lot* the pro¬ 
gram containing those lectures, and whether lor not they 
wished to have them continued. As a result there was a 
flood of telephone calls, and many letters, which came both 
to the municipal station as well as to my own home and 
office. This was indicative, at least to my mind, that the 
station was of considerable importance, and that the sub¬ 
ject matter of the lectures had evoked considerable interest, 
in almost everv instance 1 was asked to contihue with the 

v I 

lecture. In pursuance of that 1 am making atraiigcments 
to give more lectures on eminent Americans. I 


Bv Chairman Kobinson: 


Q. Have you emphasized Patrick Heiilry ? A. Xot 
1 IG 8 yet. We may probably lake him iuule|r considera¬ 
tion. However, 1 am anxious to get thi|s matter be¬ 
fore the Commission. !So far as I am eoncernied, speaking 
as a witness, there was a concrete expression liiidicaling a 
great number of listeners to the station, and itsj importance, 
and a general desire on the ])art of a great mainy people in 
X"ew York Citv to have the lectures continuedl. 

Xow, if 1 may depart from my role as a witness, 1 wish 
to state as a ^lember of Congress that 1 ani very much 
interested in the development of Radio Station WXYC. 
It is very natural for tlie operators of this station to come 
here and to protest the result of your General (jlrder Xo. 40. 

I might say that the situation is quite apparent cer¬ 
tainly as it has manifested itself when tlie Chairman of 
tlie Commission even refused to become a party to the 
order, because he felt, probably, it would not w(jrk out justly 
to all concerned. | 

And other members of the Coininission are well aware of 
their own words with reference to that Geiieral Order, 
which is causing so much difficulty, and which I stress to 
show the worthwhileness of our protest. !

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For c*xam})le, T have liero a reiiort wliieh F iiiulerstaiul 
ap])eared in the press ot‘ a statement made ])y Commis¬ 
sioner Pickard. Let me tind it here, l^rother Pickard said 
this: 

apprehension is that the pi’esent elTort to reach the 
ideal in reception conditions thron.u’hont the country, in 
tiH'iK'ral. ;ipparenlly limits the Facilities oF my own 
2()h Z(»n(‘ to a mari^In where* stations previously recoi;'- 

niz(*d arc rciidcrini;- wortliwhile service ^ ” 

and so Forth. 

That indicates eei'tainly that so Far as his zone was con¬ 
cerned, this iie*neral ordei’ was not, to his wav oF thinkin<r, 
somethinir that reiulered evenhanded justice to all. 

We also have* the jji'otest oF Commissioner l..aFount, who 
is i'e])ortcel to have saiel: 

‘‘Compliance with the law * ” that is, the so- 

called Davis Amendment to the Fe*deral Kadio l^aw, 
* ‘ we)uld he ele‘trimental to the Western States.’’ 


So that it may re‘aelily lx* se(‘n iF the* members oF the 
Federal Kadio i’e)mniissie)n thems(*lve*s seems to evince dis- 
satisFaction witli this i»eneral oreh*!*, it is e)uly natural For 
a municipality e)wnini;- a station, like WXVC, to ce)me here 
with its ix*])resentatives and also to complain about com¬ 
pliance with that order. 

We Fee*l that so Far as statie)n WNVC is ce)ncerned it is 
one oF the oIeh*r stations. It i> older in point oF time than 
the responde*nt station, and to that e.xtent, as a lawyer, as 
one who is intere*sted in legal j)roblems, that come out oF 
this radie> j»i‘o})ositie)n, I believe that WXYC has a ])rior 
right, it has a better vested right, let me put it that way. 


Bv Chairman Kobinson: 


Q. Do you mean a legal right? A. It has a better legal 
right. 

Q. 1 cannot agree with you on tliat. I will admit that 
there is a very strong eijuitable consideration in some in¬ 
stances, but as to what you reFer to as a right, I 
270 will say that it is not a legal right, but that they 
are entitled to such equitable consideration as the 
cimcumstaiices oF the case may demonstrate. A. I do not 
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v’ant to cross swords witli you on that point, Jnidgo Eobin- 
son, but it certainly must bo considered from tlije equitable 
standpoint. Here is a station on the air, that chine on the 
air before the respondent station, and therefore I claim 
that WNYC has a priority beyond any questionj. 

Xow, secondly, I want to sav that I know theiie are radio 
stations owned bv some of the agricultural colle<;-es of the 
West, some of the land g-rant colleges. L doi not think, 
for example, that this Federal Radio Commission would 
have the right to interfere with the activities^ of anv of 
those IState colleges, because it would be an uhdne inter¬ 
ference with the function of the State. And here our case 
is quite aiialgous. | 

You have heard President Robinson of the (iitv College 
of Xew York, and other distinguished gentlemen, state that 
this station in Xew York Citv was carrying out a State 
function in the matter of its educational programs. Since 
it does that it acts in the roU* of a State, and therefore 
1 question, as a lawyer, and from a legal standpoint, wherein 
von have the right to interPu’e to the extent that vou are 
trying to take awav the facilities that Station \VXYC has 
lieretoi’ore enjoyed. | 

Q. 1 have had that ciuestion under consideration from 
the State of Ihninsylvanla. Hut that is a State sta- 
271 tion and this is a mnnicipal station. It is true that 
the citv is a subdivision of the State, biit mav not 
Congress as to municipalities bring them in, -df assuredly 
the Congress did, because it made no exception in this 
Act ! A. Congress could not do it, for the Static delegates 
certain of its powers and functions to the mhnici})ality. 
Yon probably know that a municipality soinetiibes acts as 
a municipal corporation, and on other occasions! acts solely 
on behalf of the State. 1 think in this case it acts for the 
State. However, 1 do not want to carry that isubject too 
far. 1 simply want to explain to the Commission as a Mem¬ 
ber of Congress that T see the danger confronting the sit¬ 
uation, and I do not believe this Commission caii go too far 
in that direction. I 

Q. The questions 1 have had in mind so far iln this mat¬ 
ter, and I want to give you the benefit as a Member of Con¬ 
gress so that you may answer them: 1 am now yiewing the 
matter under the allocation made by the majority of the 
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Comiriissioii. Ji‘ we were to '^ivo "nVXYC fnll time, wliere 
in the setup would we tind a place Tor AVMCA ! A. T might 
answer that in this way: Of eourse it is not niy ]>rovin(*e to 
reallocati* all thes(‘ wave lengths and t'reouoncies, hut— 
well. 1 do not know whether it is iiicumbeiil upon me to 
answer that (piestion. 

Q. Xew York under the Uadio Law is (Uititled to a mathe¬ 
matical ({uota. as I call it, ol' the ether channels. It* we can¬ 
not iind for this other station, which not onlv lias a suf- 
ficient record to he allocated, hut whos(‘ re<]uest or protest 
is hon^ for considei’ation: 1 say if we cannot tind a 

272 channel foi- it, we are compelled to make this division 
of time, juid hy an interi:)retation of this Act may we 

not reduce the time of stations gmierallv under the wider

national scope of public convenience, interest and neces- 
sitv:' A. 1 will sav, in a gtuieral wav, ves, hut von cannot 
treat Station WXYL lik(‘ the ordinary station. For e.\- 
ample, iiiuhu* your plan you have allotted our zone 25 sta¬ 
tions with full dime assignments. Those stations are all 
practically alike, in the sense that they charge for adver¬ 
tising. d'hev are eiitirelv different so far as Station AVXYC 
is concerned. WXYf' stands a])art. it is isolated from, it 
is ditferent from the rest of the stations from tliat stand¬ 
point. 

And if you ask me how you would hel]) the resi)ondent 
station. WMFA, I would say: Let that respondent station 
share time with (me of the other 25 stations in Zone 1, be¬ 
cause those art‘ all stations that are operatt‘d as commercial 
stations. Station \VXY(' is separate and distinct, in fact 
extraordinary in that it is :i miinici])ally owned and oi)er- 
ated station, and as such it is entirely dilferciit. 

You geiithmien of the (’omniission will agiH'e with nu‘ that 
WXYF (.loes not take any money 1‘or its servicig that the 
service it nmders is purely for tin* ])uhlic h(.‘nelit. Its ])ro- 
grams ai'e pui’cly educational, given for the sole henetit of 
the ])eople of tlie city of Xcw York and its eiivii-ons. So, 
i\Ir. Chairman, I would answt‘r you by saying: If you want 
to relieve Station WMCA you must get it from some one of 
the otiier stations in tin* same <'l:i>s. You must not take 
that facility away from WXYC, the station owned and oper¬ 
ated bv the citv of Xew York on behalf of the six 
• • 

273 million inhabitants of the city of Xew York. 

If 1 mav be so bold 1 should like to state this: I am

very much interested in :iault cMlucation. We have our im¬ 
migration laws, and we have our naturalization laws. 
There is not a week that passes when in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives somebody does not arise and complain about the 
festering spots in our great cities, complain in ri^ference to 
the Ghettos and the various places where foreigners con¬ 
gregate. Instead of spreading out through the country 
thev stav in the cities. I can see no better mode of edu- 
eating foreigners than by the use of radio station WNYC. 
We need to have its facilities over at hand. | 

On the other hand, this municipally owned and operated 
station, WXYC, is needed for the schools, for 'the police, 
for the Fire Department, for the other departments of the 
city government, for use in emergencies that m^y arise in 
a great metropolitan city at any time. Therefore it is that 
we need this station to be free and untrammel^d to be on 
or to go on the air at any time, day or nigiit. We need it 
for the full 24 hours. Its time should not be shared with 
anv other station. I

And, lastly, if I may be so bold let me say: You have set 
down a performance standard. In one of your istatements 
with reference to advertising vou have said: I

“While it is true that broadcasting stations in this 
country for the most part started, or partially istarted, as 
advertisers or were started by advertisers, broadcasting 
stations are not given these great privileges by the 
274 United States Government for the primary benefit 
of advertisers, and such advantages by advertisers

treat Stati(»n \VXV(’ lik(‘ the ordinary station. For e.\- 
ample, under your plan you hav(‘ allotted our zone 25 sta¬ 
tions with full time assignments. Those stations are all 
practically alike, in the sense that th(*y charge for adver¬ 
tising. Thev are entirelv dil’ferent so far as Station WXYC 
« « 

is concerned. WXYC stands apart, it is isolated from, it 
is different from the rest of the stations from that stand¬ 
point. 

And if you ask me how you would hel]) the res])ondent 
station, WMCA,i I would say: Let that res|)oiident station 
share time with one of the other 25 stations in Zone 1, be¬ 
cause those are all stations that are operated as commercial 
stations. Station WXYC is separate and distinct, in fact 
extraonliiiary in that it is a munici])ally owned and oper¬ 
ated station, and as such it is entirely dit’ferent. 

You gentlemen of tin* (’ommission will agree with nu* that 
AVXYC does not taki* any mom-y for its service*, that the 
service it rc*nders is purely for tin* ])uhlic hi‘nelit. Its pro¬ 
grams iirt* ])urely (*ducational, gi\'(*n for the sole henetit of 
the ])eople of the city of Xcw York and its (*nvirons. So, 
Mr. Chairman, I would answe*r you hy saying: If you want 
to reli(*vt* Station WMCA you must gi*t it from some one of 
the other stations in the same class. You must not take 
that facility away from WXYC, the station owned and oper¬ 
ated hv the citv of Xew York on behalf of the six 
• • 

273 million inhabitants of the city of Xew York. 

If 1 may be so bold 1 should like to state this: I am 
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very much interested in :iault education. We hate our im¬ 
migration laws, and we have our naturalizaliion laws. 
There is not a week that passes when in the Housej of Repre¬ 
sentatives somebody does not arise and eomidaiiij about the 
festering spots in our great cities, complain in reference to 
the Ghettos and the various y)laces where foreii!,*ners con¬ 
gregate. Instead of spreading out through thje country 
they stav in the cities. I can see no better mode of edu- 
eating foreigners than by the use of radio station WNYC. 
We need to have its facilities ever at hand. I 

On the other hand, this municipally owned and operated 
station, WXYC, is needed for the schools, for the police, 
for the Fire Department, for tlie other departm(^nts of the 
city government, for use in emergencies that m^y arise in 
a great metropolitan city at any time. Therefore it is that 
we need this station to be free and untrammeled to be on 
or to go on the air at any time, day or niglit. AYe need it 
for the full 24 hours. Its time should not be scared w'ith 
anv other station. i 

And, lastlv, if I mav be so bold let me sav: Yoh have set 
down a performance standard. In one of your statements 
vdth reference to advertising vou have said: I 

“AVhile it is true that broadcasting statioiis in this 
country for the most part started, or partially Started, as 
advertisers or were started by advertisers, broadcasting 
stations are not given these great privileges by the 
274 United States Government for the primary benefit 
of advertisers, and such advantages by advertisers 
must be incidental and entirely secondary to the interests 
of the public.” |

I will sav that so far as Station WXYC is concerned, 
there is no advertising done over it.

1 think 
he is an asset to radio, although I have not agreed with him 
100 per cent. I make that prefacing statement in 
275 order to show that the motion 1 will make is not with¬ 
out consideration of the gentleman's observations. 
But I think his largument, and 1 have no objection to its 
going back to his constitueiicv, ought not to be considered 
here as evidence. So therefore I ask that that portion of 
his statement which was made as an argument as a Member 
of Congress be excluded from the testimony. 

Mr. Xicholson: Mr. Chairman, even if that were ob¬ 
jectionable counsel has let it go in the record and it is there. 
He should have objected at the time the testimony was 
given. I cannot see anything in the testimony of Congress¬ 
man Ceiler but what is pertinent to the issue before this 
Commission. 

Mr. Scott: Oh; 1 would not interrupt a Congressman 
when he was making a speech, made either for the benefit 
of the Commission or for the benefit of his constituents. I 
have that inherent sympathy towards a Member that would 
absolutely preclude me from interposing an objection at 
such a time. Buf: now that he has made it. and the Com¬ 
mission having complete authority over the subject matter, 
even authority to exclude it after it has been presented, 1 
now raise the point. 

Chairman Robinson: The objection is overruled.

Commission our matter. We 
other station. With the permission of this otl^er station, 
we suggest lhat we will catch the two o'clock train home,

Mr. Scott: I thank you. I 

Mr. Nicholson: As a matter of fact, the only question 
that we have to present to this Commission is tliat Station 
WXYC should not Ix' coupled up with a commercial station. 
Station WXYC is an educational station, a muiiicipal sta¬ 
tion, serving in an educational and municipal w;ay free of 
charge, and is in no manner commercial. I do| not think 
that it should be coupled up with a commercial stktion. 

Chairman Robinson: 1 understand your sugjgestion is 
that you wish to return to New York, but that we shall go 
on and hear the other side. ■ 

Mr. Nicholson: The only thing is this: That we are not 
fighting the other station, or any other station] and that 
we have presented our claim and our evidence. We should 
like to go unless you think otherwise, Mr. Chaiirman. 

Chairman Robinson: 1 take it from that that vou would

like to go on a little later during the noon hour in order 
to finish if thev have not finished. 1 will sav that the en- 
gagements made by certain of the Commissioners and cer¬ 
tainly by myself, with people who are to see us officially 
mean that the}’ are waiting now for us. I 

Mr. X^’icholson: I am not going to ask any more time of 
the Commission. But I want to say that we are i not fight¬ 
ing with the station that my friend here represents. We 
came down here from the city of New York to present the 
case of WXYC, and to ask this Commission to devise some 
way or means to put Station WX'YC back on its aiir current, 
and not to have it share time with some otln^r station, 

277 because, as the testimony has been brought! out here, 
it would be very improper. In being so competed up 

it is not only possible but probable that some light kind of 
entertainment, something by way of jazz or sorriething of 
that kind might be given by the other station, and then if 
immediately followed by a serious lecture or by ^ome high 
class educational entertainment on WX’YC; and perhaps 
that might e\'en be followed on the other station! by some 
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liglii j)r()gram, you may see readily what injur\’ it would 
do to our educational j)rogram. 

Xo\\% gentlemen of the Commission, there is the position 
tliat we would he placed in. AVe object to being coupled 
up with this commercialism and that form of entertain¬ 
ment. We sav that it does not mingle well with the serious 
and entertaining educational program. 

Chairman Kobiiison: This now seems to be an argument 
of the case, which we will hear this afternoon. 

Mr. Xicholson: 1 might sav in conclusion that if vour 
Honors believe we should stav liere to liear another sta- 

ft 

tion argue for sharing time, or for freedom of a wave, of 


course we will stav. But as I have stated before, we have 
no fault to find, no complaint to make as to any other sta¬ 
tion. We only ^'omplain that we want our air line back, 
and we are throwing ourselves on the Commission, and 
producing evidence here to the Commission to show you 
gentlemen that there should be devised some other means or 
methods whereby we will not be coupled up witli another 
air line: that we ought to have our line to use freelv. The 
municipality needs it in the conduct of its goveniment and 
the affairs of the people, a city of six million in- 
278 habitants.

Q. Do you consider the New York Sun friendly or un¬ 
friendly to you?, A. We consider every paper, except one, 
friendly to us. 

Mr. Nicholson: Mr. Chairman, I object to this line of 
questioning, whether a paper is friendly or unfriendly. 

Chairman Kobinson: Well, you know how difficult it is for 
a Commission to see just what counsel is driving at. Let 
him go on.

Mr. Nicholson: I am perfectly willing to open the door, 
because I have numerous letters, and I was afraid the Com¬ 
mission would not let me put any in unless they were

I am perfectly willing to open the door, because I 

have no criticism of any other station. I have not criti¬ 
cized mv friend\s station in anv dei^ree, but if he wants to 
open it before this Commission, something outside of what 
we are looking for for relief, then I am perfectly willing 
that he introduce anvthing that might be detrimental to our 
station, and then we will have the same opportunity on our 
side. 

Chairman Robinson: Is this a criticism of a particular 
artist ? 

Mr. Scott: No; it is a criticism of all the stations. It is 
a comment that is made by one of the newspapers published 
in the citv of New York. 

Chairman Robinson: I think vou said Miss—what is her 
name ? 

The Witness: Minnie Weil. 

Chairman Robinson: Is it a criticism of her performance 
merely? 

The Witness: No, sir. 

Chairman Robinson : It seems this paper afterwards used 
this station for election returns. It, s('ems it must have 
thought it had a fine facilitv for the distribution of the 
news. Let it go in, and let the ruling on it be reserved for 
the consideration of the full Commission. 

Mr. Scott: I assume that will apply- 

Mr. Nicholson (interposing): That will apply to me also.

285 Chairmap Robinson (interposing): This Commis¬ 
sion has rather a fixed ruling excluding all newspa¬ 
per comments. The Commission knows that newspaper 
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comment is verv much Idler writers' comments. Thev 
Vrite something without a consideration of all the elements 
necessary to a just consideration of it. But here are two 
commissioners sitting on this matter, and this case will be 
decided by five, I should say, so it may be adjucjlged by the 
full membership of the Commission. I 

Mr. Scott: Mav I make this observation, in view of the 
comment made by the chairman: I differentiatb very sub¬ 
stantially between an ordinary letter which is \\4*itten by a 
person whose identity is unknown; whose ment|alily is un- 
knovm; whose standing in the community is unjknown. and 
almost everything else is unknown except that a letter was 
written by someone. But here is a responsili)le newspa¬ 
per—here are a number of responsible newspapers in a city 
like New York, who occupy prominent positions in the 
journalistic field, who have seen fit to comment bn the char¬ 
acter of the programs that are rendered by all tlie broad¬ 
casting stations, including the station owned byl the City of 
New York. Now 'even though the Commission!admits this 
testimony only to show the opinion of the persoti who wrote 
it, the fact that it appeared in a puldic newspaper pub¬ 
lished in the City of New Yoi*k, it seems to me, entitles it to 
more consideration and more weight in the iiiinds of the 
Federal Kadio Commission than a letter signed bv an un- 
known person. j

munici]>ality in the rnitiMl States domamls a s(‘})arate wave 
length for a separate station, then 1 would not want to have 
your job. 

We have been broadcasting on W.M(b\ for three years, 
])ittting oti what s*)nu* peo]jli* rt'gard as one of the most 
striking human interest })rograms on the air in tin* metro- 
])olitan section. It has been broa<least each Sunday after¬ 
noon from 3:30 to 5:00 o'clock, and incor])orates within it a 
message that reallv is the erv of the underworld, of the 
down-and-outs, and the more or less friendless of a great 
metropolis. 

There is in) })rogr;im that I know of, Mr. (Iiairman, in the 
Vnited Sta.tes that carries with it the a])p<*al that goes every 
Siindav afternoon from 5 and 7 Dover Street. And the 
tremendous autlieiice tlnit has beini attracted to that ])ro- 
gram has I’eaelied :\ r(‘inarkablc ])Iac(.* in numbei’s, so that 
we have had comments from peo])le. and one no less 
31G than the New York Tele])hone Company, t(*llin.g us 
that we are ciogging u]) the lines with the hug:e num¬ 
ber of calls that are pouring in on Sunday afternoons, 
reaching something like 400 calls that were put in that could 
not be answered. 
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Chairman Robinson: Calls for what? I ami not quite 
clear what those calls are; what the relation is.; 

The Witness: Calls to the station. | 

Chairman Robinson: For the ^Mission? | 

The Witness: To our Mission in Chinatown. I 
Chairman Robinson: Let me get that ?^lission. That is 
in Chinatown? | 

The Witness: It is for the hopeless and frieinlless in the 
city. We have a religious service there every liiglil in the 
year at 10 o'clock, and we gather in the men wlio^ to a great 
extent, have no place to go. Tliey sit tliei’e on tlie benches, 
and then they form in a bi-ead line after the religious service 

is over, and we give them food- | 

Chairman Robinson: Who are thev? Americfans? 

The Witness: Americans, and all kinds of peo];)le, red, 
white, black, and blue. They are tlu‘ homeless ;ind friend¬ 
less and the riffraff of tlie great city, and we gather them in 
there, l)e<'ause tluo’c is no othei’ pla('(‘, >.lr. (liairinan, in the 
great City of Xew York lo wliieh a man (‘an go \\[ the mid¬ 
night hour and be cared foi*. And thei*e is food provided 
for them, and there is clot hing })rovided for tliejm. Not in 
a haphazard way, thrown at them as though wd wanted to 
get rid of it, but in an intelligent way. I 

Aiul in addition to that, in th(‘ Kowery section-|-and these 
matters, by the way, embrace a ])eriod (|f about 35 

317 vears. Fverv Sundav afternoon we broadcast this

unique program, and we incorpoi-ate in tlijit ijrogram 
the experience of some man who lias staged a comeback 
from a down-and-out position. Some of tliosje men are 
now preachers or lawyers, and some are businesfe men. 

That is the type of ])rogram we put out evdry Sunday 
afternoon. And so I s|>eak here rather brietly from my 
own viewpoint, attempting to illustrate to you | the merits 
of W?^ICA as a radio station, and trying to tell you what 
its service leads to. I 

Chairman Kolhnson: To shorten the matter, how do you 
get 011 .^ Do they give you this free? I 

Tin* Witness: Xo, sir; it is all under contrajct; tliat is, 
to this extent: WMCA put it on practically i!or cost. I 
ought not, perhaps, to make that statement pubjicly, but it 
is out now.

Commissioner Caldwell: You pay them for putting it on?

The Witness: To earry on the work, hut principally it 
creates an interest in the hearts of the j)ublic for the char¬ 
acter of w<;rk We are doini;-. 'I'o illustrate it, we show that 
althouuh a man mav become a drui^ fiend, or mav l)ecome 
a drunkai'd, and allhouirh a woman has fallen, and become 
a product of the streets, then* is yet hope for them. And 
We illust rate that.

If we g(*t eontributions sutlicient, 
and enough for our own funds, and to carry on the work, 
that is all we are ^seeking for.

Chairman Robinson: I understand that you are not mak¬ 
ing it coTiiniereial. Hut have vou seen, as a result of these 
men coming in and s;iying that they were down and out, 
and that they ar(‘ now taking their place in the world—Has 
that brought you suptiort for this .Mission.' 

'file Witness: Oh, yes. 

Hy Mr. Scott: 

Q. Yow t}u‘ charge you spe:ik of is only a lim* charge, is 
it not.' A. it is ])ractically only the cost of the telephone 
line running in thei't*. and tin* expense> ol the taxicab driv(‘r 
bringing tiie mattm* down, etc. 

0- 'fh(‘rc isn't any station charge.' A. Xo. We could 
not pay—1 don't know what their charge is, but they do 
it for cost j)rice. 

D- How long haV(‘ you been doing tluit over that station?

Q. And wh.nt is the result of that word, in your Judgment, 
as to bi'ing' favorable or unfavoraiile, exhibited by

class of program that we put on would reach what I would 
call the middle class of people. When 1 say the “middle 
class’' 1 don’t know from my experience that iwe reach a 
great number of wealthy people. The shop ivorker, the 
stenograidier, and the person in the factory, and so on; the 
working class of iieople, I would say. I 

Q. Now, the other witnesses have been askeil—You are 
a listener? You have a radio set, have you? | A. Yes; I 
have. I 

Q. How do you grade the station of New York City as to 
popularity? A. Weil, I am rather reluctant to hnswer that 
(pieslion in the way that you put it, but I think I would 
rather lumj) it up in a different way, because I |know some 
of these stations. I would say there are five po])ular sta¬ 
tions in New York City. 1 place the one under discussion 
first in interest; and I think it is first in favor, too, but I in¬ 
clude WMCA; and 1 think the other four—and 1 think I 
represent the sentiments of the general masses|of the peo- 
})le in New York City—are WOH, WOO, WJZ, a|nd WEAF.

1 am here to testify to the fact that while this is un¬ 
doubtedly a commercial venture, WMCA is actuated in an 
unusual degree by public spirit and a recognition that a 
radio station may have a responsibility to the public. 

Kver since last April the station has granted a half hour 
to me per week to discuss public <iuestions as I see 

322 them from my editorial point of view: and what is 
more remarkable than that is the fact that thev liave 

I * 

neither suggested nor exercised any censorship. They have 
given to me full freedom of utterance. 
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And they have done that not only in my case hut in a 
number of other cases, particularly in the case of some 
movements that are not what one might call jj)opular; in 
fact, our un])oi)ular causes. And they have not charged 
for this service. They have done it as a matter of public 
spirit. And that is a very important thing, because I am 
sure tluit tlie Commission is aware that there has been 

I 

from time to time a great deal of criticism and unrest to 
tlie etfect that the larger and more powerful stations were 
unwilling to give rei)resentation to minority groups and to 
unpopular causes; and 1 repeat that it seems to me rather 
an extraordinary thing to me that this station that has to 
make its living as a commercial station is, nevertheless, 
public spirited enough to give a public hearing to members 
of worthy causes. I

And it 
is hardly necessary for me, 1 })resume, to ])oint out to the 
Commission that anv station that is controlled bv oflice 
holders in a munici])ality, who are dependent upon iiublic* 
opinion for continuing in ollice, any such station is open to 
grave dangers and temptations.

Q. I wish you would tell the Commission your view as to 
the desirability of retaining or not retaining W^ICA as a 
broadcasting station in the New York area, and lyour rea¬ 
sons for having such an o])inion. A. Well, inj the first 
place, permit me to say that the firm that T reprjesent and 
am i)resident of is the oldest commercial broadcaster in the 
(hty of New York. In other words, we are still jin it, and 
wore the first local company in radio. I say “local” to dif¬ 
ferentiate between a local New York organizatilon and a 
national organization. i 

In New York Citv there is a need for a station like

WMCA. WMCA has, in various newspa]>or coijtests, ap- 
])eared no lower than four in the p()])ularity of its station. 

We businessmen of New York are unablci to go on 
326 WNYC without a fee; nor can we afford t|o pay the 
])rice charged l)y the chain stations who dtmand to¬ 
day a hook-up. I 

Chairman Robinson: Let me get that. You sa.^' you can 
not go on WNYC without a fee? 

The Witness: We cannot go on with or withbut a fee. 
Thev won’t take it. ■

]\Ir. Nicholson: We are merely educational. I That is 
commercial. I 

The Witness: We go a little beyond the comm(j*rcial. 

Last year, in conjunction with our programs i following 
two talks by myself, I furnished the impressario on the 
radio, he is considered one of the most popular iii the city, 
and we were able to collect from the listeners in, the sum of 
$3,000, or over, for the wounded veterans in ;the three 
United States Hospitals, the one in Upper New jNork; No.

About two years ago, and we were the lirst feature to go 
on the radio on Sunday of the ])opular type* of entertain¬ 
ment, a group of so-called reformers attacked us and said 
that it was sacrilegious for us to at)pear on the air with 
such a program on Sunday. In two w(‘(‘ks following our 
announcement of that feature on the* air ove*’- .‘kt.OOO le*tters 
were receiveel by us, of which 20 to 23 ])ei* ce'ut w(*re pedi- 
tions, signed by se)me te'U to ])robably two hunelre'el

Bv Chairman Robinson: 

Q. What diet you have on the air on Sunday? .\. A 
popular type of entertainment on Sunday. \\\* we*re‘ the 
iirst to put it on on Sunday. 

Q. That does not mean mue-li to me, ])opular type* of en¬ 
tertainment. What was it, what was the characte*r of the 
I)rogram that was put on? A. High grade. I will go back 
to the worel ‘‘poi)ular.'' I can better e*X])lain it in this 

wav: Prior to our time e)n radio e*verv station se'iit over the

air on Sunday religious and sacred se*rvice*s. Th(‘re was 
one, Roxy, that would be called the lighter type of ])rogr;im, 
with the classical type of music. But we came eni with the 
type of music that would be called po])ular, such as Irvin 
Berlin or Donaldson or writers of that ty^x* now write. 
We had our own orchestra, our gang or group of entc*i1ain- 
ers, numbering anywhere from 12 to 30 entertainers in our 
studio. Following this refornn*!* attack tin* Xew York Mir¬ 
ror ran a contest as to the type of entertainment peo- 
328 pie wanted over the radio on Sunday, and the re¬ 
turns were almost 100 ])er cent in our favor. dOiose 
letters were sent to this Commission by that n(*wsp:iper. 
Otlier news})apers ran editorials and made (‘ominents on that 
matter. 

Now, we have done a considerable amount of work for 
the city hospitals and for the State hospitals- 

Q. (Interposing.) I am interested to know a little more 
about Sunday afternoon, because it leads right into the 
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ramification that this Commission has to consider. A. All 
right, I shall be glad to answer any question. 

Q. Of course in my country, my particular bailiwick, one 
would never get by over the radio except with the ordinary 
religious services. I can understand how it miglit be done 
in New York, but did that return on vour Suiulav enter- 
tainment represent New York or only one school iof thought 
in New York? A. Which one? | 

Q. The Sunday entertainment that you say that was at 
first condemned and then was vindicated? A. No; it was 
never condemned. I said a group of so-called | reformers 
condemned it, but the public never condemned it. And 
those letters that were sent down here I believe ;])roves my 
contention.

There are many 
j)eople who read about and know something of 

340 Christian Science, and who believe in it,|and yet who 
are not ready for membership in a Chriiltian Science 

Church because they could not pass the test. We therefore 
could not class membership in a Christian Science Church 
niavbe with that of another organization, wheire thev inav 
be willing to take in anyone who will accept the doctrine of 
the church. We do not take people in who just acce])t the 
doctrine, thev have to be able to demonstrate i!t.

The Chairman: No, not attendance at their churches, but

Chairman Robinson: Has this station had responses from 
which it could estimate it ? i

The Witness: No; not in a way that they could give it 
to you, in my opinion. 1 might say that in my opinion 
for every member attending a Christian Scgience Church 
there is at least one or two who are listening in, maybe 
not all the time, but at certain times, and \\iho want the 
facilities of that radio station.

341 many thousands of listeners-in, possibly twice as 
manv as attend our churches. This isl information 
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gained by my own ])ersonal talks witli individuals who at¬ 
tend our churches, and intormalioii that has come to me 
in connection witli my work on the I'adio committee for the 
past year, and for the previous two years when 1 was 
on the Board.

A. Might 1 make this statement, 
which I possibly should have made in the beginning: As 
the representative from the eleven churches participating 
in the broadcast of the Christian Science services, we are 
not attempting in any way to deprive the city of New York 
of its full time.

But I lam merely 
here in the capacity of the publisher of a magazine that is 
interested in this feature. | 

Q. Ts it you who got up this Jewish Hour? 4. No, sir; 
I have nothing to do with it. T do not know about it ex¬ 
cept that it reflects a certain interest on the part of the 
Jewish people generally. | 

Mr. Nicholson: That is all.

Q. Ml*. Felix, I wish you would tell the Commission where 

YOU live, and how long vou have lived there. A. 1 have 

lived for 25 vears in Xew York Citv.

Q. And wliat lias been your liusiness during the past lew 
vears and the extent of vour business? A. 1 have been 
in the radio business since 1 was 1(3 years ot‘ age. 

347 At the present time 1 am a writer on radio subjects, 
contributing editor of Radio Broadcast, Aero Digest, 

and a freipient contributor to the advertising and selling of 
commercial broadcast subjects, the author of a book on 
Commercial Broadcast, and I have considerable technical 
contact in our held as consultant to broadcsting stations. 

Q. Are you a member of any engineering organization? 
A. 1 am a member of the Institute of Radio Kngineers, 
and of the American Institute of Fleetrical Fngineers. 

Q. What, if any, means have you of determining public 
sentiment or public attitude on questions of radio. A. 
As the writer of editorials for Radio Broadcast in which 
I freely ex])ress opinions regarding stations, allocations, 
and so forth, I re(,"eive numerous letters of comment, and 
further I have a widespread contact with station directors 
all over the country. 

Q. Do you listen in? A. I listen in probably on an aver¬ 
age of six hours a day. Well, now, that is not a fair state¬ 
ment: while I very frecpiently listen in as much as .six 
hours in one day, yet the average is around jirobably 20 
hours a week. 

Q. Do you or do you not in connection with your radio 
activities send out .questionnaires to the listening public? 
A. Yes: T have used the questionnaire method of getting 
information. T have analyzed questionnaires circulated 
bv numerous broadcasting stations, and have con- 

348 ducted some of my own. 

Q. T wish you would describe to the Commission the 
character of the questionnaire which you send out. A. I 
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think the questionnaire that is relevant in this inquiry is 
one that was sent out through Radio Broadcast. That is 
a publication that reaches a very interested class of radio 
listeners: that is, those certainly interested enough to pur¬ 
chase a rather fair priced maga:zine. The particular ques¬ 
tionnaire to which I refer required an exhaustive analysis 
of the individual listener’s habits. He listed liis favorite 
stations, distant and local stations; heterodyne interfer¬ 
ence; the stations he wished eliminated. It wasl understood 
to be a popularity contest and a thorough sur\rey into the 
listening habits of the individual. I 

—. T wish you would, if you can, outline to the Commis¬ 
sion, your opinion as to the character of the t|’ansmission 
of WXYC based on your practical observation? A. The 
cliarac'ter of transmission of WNYC has beeil somewhat 

I 

]iami)cred by unsatisfactory equipment; and that might be 
either inherently unsatisfactory equipment, oil equipment 
poorly operated or poorly adjusted. From the first mo¬ 
ment that the station went on the air it had a decided gen¬ 
erator hum, which made it quite possible to tecognize it 
even though tlie carrier was not modulated. I; listened to 
Dr. Fleck’s concert this week prior to this hearing, and 
lliere was poor transmission, induced noise in the line, 
noise in the micro])hone, that is particularly silgnificant to 
me because I have listened to Dr. Fleck’s programs through 
WFAF, in whicli there is a greatly increased effec- 
349 tiveness. I believe that I am warranted in saving 
that Station WNYC’s handicaps are matt^ers of quite 
common knowledge, and their anticipated appropriation of 
$25,000, which I learned about through the testimony here 
today, is certainly a very necessarv^ expenditure in order 
to bring that station up to parity. I feel quite certain that 
a commercial station of that kind which hadj to dejiend 
upon clients would not be aide to continue thqt character 
of transmission that WXYC has. I 

I 

Q. Has that transmission which you have described been 
consistently so? A. 1 would not say consistently so, as I 
am not an habitual listener to "WXYC. But it iis my prac¬ 
tice possil)ly two or three times in an evening to go up 
and down tlie dial systematically from zero tjo one hun¬ 
dred and observe the transmission of all the stations, and 
the character of program they are sending out. | But I have 
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not made it a habit to listen to WyTC beyond that, because 
its programs are not particularly attractive to the average 
listener. 

Q. Have you written any articles regarding the various 
broadcasting stations? A. I have found some reference 
in past writings in which I indicated the opinion that I 
have ex]>ressed here today, and which shows that it is of 
long standing. I am now referring to the use of radio in 
sales promotion, which was written in the summer of 1926, 
and referring to the effect of transmission quality upon the 
audience of a station and what happens to it: 

350 “Consistent failure to please the audience gradu¬ 
ally diminishes the audience of any station. When 

WXYC was established in New York City by the admin¬ 
istration then holding office, the publicity which attended 
its opening arousoil considerable newspaper attention. Its 
first programs served a large audience. Within a year 
after that, after the station was in operation, it would have 
been possible to have made a crowded ])icture of its usual 
audience on the City Hall steps.’' 

In Radio Broadcast Magazine for April, 1927, I wrote the 
following regarding Station WXYC. In that connection T 
might say that the,statements made in these editorials arc 
freely (‘ommented upon. I, for instance, wrote an editorial 
on Station KWKH, in which I criticized that station’s 
action, and a])parently that was not the view of the lis¬ 
teners, for I received numerous letters of protest that my 
view was wrong. I have never yet received any protest to 
the opinion I have expressed I’egarding WX^YC, either in 
the book or in this })ul)lication. This article is as follows: 

“Station WX'YC,should be discontinued because its pro¬ 
gram standards are hopelessly below par, and will remain 
so unless the city appropriates a million dollars a year for 
talent. The station furthermore is not being used entirely 
for broadcasting purposes. It is point-to-point communica¬ 
tion for broadcasting police alarms and is misuse of the 
broadcasting band.” 

Q. Xow, Mr. Felix, have you listened to the programs of 
Station WMCA ? A. Yes: I have. 

351 Q. Have you listened to the character of trans¬ 
mission from the standpoint of engineeering trans- 
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I 

mission? A. The quality of WMCA would not rank high¬ 
est in New York. I consider WOR and WEAF superior 
to W.MCA, but WAICA maintains an average far above the 
medium class of stations in New York. It cannot be de¬ 
scribed as notoriously poor. It takes real! engineering 
knowledge to appreciate any faults in its transmission. 

Q. What would you say as to the character of the pro¬ 
grams as a whole which have been put out by WMCA ? A. 
WMCA in my opinion is a station which appeals to the 
middle class of listener. It is a popular station. It serves 
the same function in broadcasting that the Daily New’s, the 
New York American, the Evening Journal, the Daily 
Mirror serve in the daily newspaper field. We may use 
newspapers as an analogy, and carrying that further, 
WEAF and WJZ are represented by the New! York Times 
and the New York Herald Tribune and papers of that 
character. I 

I 

Q. Have you any way of knowing or would you care to 
state what you consider to be the respective popularity 
of the stations in New York based on program! value? 

I 

I 

Chairman Robinson: I have not yet seen the pertinency 
of that. Here, under the rule of this Commission, or the 
allocation, you have under consideration t>vo stations. 
Why go into the relative valuation of all stations in New 
York ! The Commission has seen fit to allocate to these 
stations a certain wave length and certain time. The ap¬ 
plication here is for full time for one station. There 
.‘152 may be a very superior station, but if sp that is not 
under consideration in the immediate issue before 

I 

the Commission. I might be very glad to hear this as a 
matter of general information, of course, but | why in this 
connection? ! 

Mr. Scott: Evidently my (juestion was so broad as to 
evoke from the witness an answer that I did not intend. 
What I intended to do was to confine his opinion to the 
popularity of probably four or five New York stations. 

Chairman Robinson: Under the method of allocation, and 
confined as the Commission was to a scarcity lof channels, 
there are two stations allocated to one channelJ Now, isn’t 
it merely an issue of the relative services? And that in¬ 
cludes very many elements of consideration as to the two 
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stations under consideration. T i liould like to be advised 
on this. 

Mr. Scott: I do not tliink there is any question of doubt 
but what the relative comparative services rendered by the 
stations under consideration is the controlling and im¬ 
portant factor in determining the action of the Commis¬ 
sion. On the application made on the part of Station 
"WXYC, which asks for an entire channel or a cleared 
channel, they have attempted to make a showing. It had 
been my thought that the popularity of the stations, if it 
could be determined, as represented by the public evalua¬ 
tion of public interest, convenience and necessity, as evi¬ 
denced by tlie service of these respective stations, would 
be important. 

Chairman Robinson: It seems to me that that has been 
foreclosed in allocating your station as has been done. And 
foreclosed as to tlie other station except as to the pro¬ 
cedure whereby it may apply for a modification of 
353 its license. Xow Station WOR, or WEAF, or WJZ 
might be very good, or might be very much desired 
or something of that kind, but that are not in issue here 
now, are they ? 

Mr. Scott: Xo; they are not in issue except by compari¬ 
son as to the relative services rendered. 

Chairman Robinson: Let him answer the question. 

Mr. Scott: I have no desire to press it, Mr. Chairman. I 
think it has been quite thoroughly covered. 

Chairman Robinson: As a matter of information to the 
Commission, let it be answered anvhow. 

Bv Mr. Scott: 

Q. \ ery well. The Chairman savs vou mav answer. A. 
I refer to this detailed questionnaire, in which they rank 
as follows: 

WJZ received 96 points and is first choice. 

WEAF received 93 points. 

WOR received 61 points. 

WMCA received 32 points. 

WABC received 30 points. 

WGBS received 25 points. 

WHA” received 23 points. 

'VVRXY received 16 points. 
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WNYC received 9 points. | 

In the request for information as to stations which should 
be eliminated the questionnaire brought the follo^ving in¬ 
formation. I 

WHAP received 58 points. | 

WRNY received 28 points. | 

WHN received 26 points. I 

WNYC received 22 points. | 

^>54 WBXY received 22 points. | 

I will not read any more of it. With that, however, 
1 do not want to be in the position of opposing the lofty 
])urposes which the city has expressed at the hearing today 
for the projected service of WNYC. That would be a false 
position, because it is my hope, as it is the Commission’s 
1 am sure, that service to education, which is equally im¬ 
portant as entertainment service, should be igiven. And 
that as it seems to me is really the issue of tlje day. ^And 
it is my belief that WNYC has to date fallen far short 
of accomplishing this purpose. I 

However, a fair compromise of the situation would be to 
give WNYC half time, as the Commission has done, because 
the Commission is limited by the Davis Amendment against 
giving it full time. In order to give WNVCj a favorable 
answer to their request for full time would mean virtually 
the destroying of WMCA, which would not be fair. I do 
not believe that would be proper under the circumstances. 

i 

Bv Chairman Robinson: I 

Q. I want to ask you now as a practical engiiieer knowing 
something of this allocation : Is it possible under the method 
of allocation 1 might call it, to find a place for iWMCA, Mr. 
Felix. A. How is that? I 

Q. Might not it be found a channel within the allotment 
to New York or can that be done? A. I believe it is en¬ 
tirely a question of how you shall allot the channels. The 
present allocation is based on the theory thatj the leading 
stations, which serve the largest audiences should be 
.355 ])ermitted to radiate their programs | undistorted 
without interference. That is, the distorting effect 
of the carrier of stations even a considerable distance from 
them. A number of cleared channels have been assigned 
for that purpose, and that is the first group. Second group 
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channels liave been assi.e:ned to stations to cover a 

regional area: that is, two or three States if necessary. 

C and AV^MC’A are })roi)erIy classified in that group. 
I do not think either of them is entitled to what might be 
known as a cleared channel—unless channels were very 
numerously available. The Commissioirs plan as it has 
been carried out makes the utmost use of the facilities, and 
provides room for fhe greatest ])ossible number of stations 
under fair conditions. The unfortunate ])art of it is that 
there are so many stations to be accommodated that un¬ 
economic time divisions have been made necessary. And 
this hearing today is based on that very principle. WMCA 
on half time has a tremendous financial problem, and it is 
a most difficult thing to meet. This assignment is as hard 
on WMCA as it is on WXYC. The Commission is hearing 
WX^YC which has asked for WMCA's time, and we believe 
that WXYC can fulfill its functions without destroving 
WMCA. 

Mr. Scott: That is all. 

Cross-examination. 


By Mr. Xicholson: 

Q. You spoke of a sound that you heard when you listened 
on WXYC', is that right? A. Yes, sir. 

35() (^. Xow, did you (*ver find a similar sound in other 

stations? A. Oh, ves, I have. 

Q. It is not an unusual thing, is it, in listening to sta¬ 
tions, and even the best of them, sometimes to hear some 
kind of sound cause<l by sonu'thing or other? A. It Is un¬ 
usual in onlv one respect, and that is that it is consistontlv 
tolerated. 

Q. Xow, when did you make up this inquiry or survey ? 
A. That was attempted in the summer of 1927. 

Q. In 1927? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And how was it that you brought this particular list 

or survev to the attention of WMC'A? A. In this wav:

When this hearing took ])lace I looked up all the data 1 had 
on the subject, and 1 found these references.

(liairman Robinson: Oh, well- 

A. (Interposing.) J have agreed to work \^'ith WMCA 
for a period of three months at a retainer of $d25. 

Q. For the period of three months? A. Yes, sir; in the 
preparation of this case and so on. i 

Q. Is it customary for radio stations to jadvertise in 
radio journals? A. No; it is not. I 

Q. Is it customary for the various stations to employ 
writers on radio topics to widte uj) a particullir station in 
an article? A. Stations employ publicity mep, yes. 

Q. That is what I am trving to uet at. A. Kxactlv. 

Q. They pay pretty substantially for one ot‘ those articles, 
do they not ? A. They do not pay the ])ublica|tioiis for the 
articles, no. i 

Q. Well, sup})Ose an article were written fot- publication 
in your journal on behalf of Station WMCA. Is there ever 
a time that a station like WM(k\, or anv oilier station, 
emjiloys a writer like you for the purpose of writing up 
some commendatorv article in their favor? A. Thev liave

men of their own, on theii* own staffs, who are employed 
to write such material. We receive such articles, 

358 from numerous stations, at all times. 

Q. Do you print all those articles? A- do not, 
no. ^ 

Q. Do you charge for printing them? A. \\:e do not, no. 
That is unethical, contrary to the rules of joiirnalism, and 
we do not do anvthing of that kind. i 

Q. How long before you came here today Were you con¬ 
sulted by WMCA? A. I would say for a })driod—well, I 
had been used in the previous case of WMCA, no, it was 
AVPCH that was involved. I have been consulted frcMpientlv 
by WMCA, yes. j 
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Q. Then you are a consultant cf tliat particular station? 
A. es; I am consulted by numerous stations. 

Q. In that way of course you have a tendency of i;ood 
fellowship towards the station? A. I try to be ])erfectly 
fair. I may be influenced l)y that, but frankly I do not 
believe it. 

Mr. Nicholson: That is all. 

A. 1 believe if you had employed me 1 would have i;-iven 
the same testimony.

A. I am quite regular in my practice to listen in to the 
metropolitan stations in particular. 

Q. Have you listmied to WMC^\ ? A. Yes. 

Q. I wish you would tell the Commission in a gen- 
360 eral way the character of program that is put out 
by WMCA. A. The program in general which is 
heard from MCA is of a popular nature. I could find no 
better description tlian to say that the newspaper parallel 
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which was mentioned by the preceding witness is a very 
good one. It seems to me that the general | appeal is a 
mass appeal, and that the interest in that sort! of appeal is 
well maintained and well handled.

Q. How does the program of WMCA compare as a whole 
with the program of WNYC.

It is unquestioned that the transmissiohs of 
a2)pellant’s station have an interstate etfect. j 
The Kadio Act of 1927 assumes no control over 
tlie appai'atns of a station excei)t ‘Avith respbet to 
its external effects and the purity and sharpness of 
the emissions.'' * * * (Sec. 4 (o).) | 

The cases cited by appellant with reference to the 
police ])ower to rc'gulate private pro})erty and|busi¬ 
nesses charg’ed with a public interest liave no Appli¬ 
cation. (Brief, pp. 5)3-57.) | 

Second. It is immaterial that appellant is a municipality 

i 

The standing of appellant in the present appeal 
is in no way improved by reason of it being a niiiinic- 
ipal corporation. | 

In Vilas v. Manila, 220 U. S. 345, the following 
language from Lloyd v. New York, 5 N. Y. 369, is 
quoted with approval: | 

The corporation of the City of Yew York 
possesses two kinds of powers; one govern¬ 
mental and public, and to the extent jthey 
are held and exercised, is clothed withl sov¬ 
ereignty ; the other private, and to the extent 
they are held and exercised, is a legal indi¬ 
vidual. The former are given and used for 
public purposes, the latter for private ipur-

poses. While in the exercise of the foimer 
the corporation is a municipal government, 
and while in the exercise of the latter is a 
corporate legal individual. 

The private powers of a municipal corporation 
are referred to as ‘'municipal,” “proprietary,” 
“business,” and “quasi public.” In the exercise 
of these powers a municipality is governed by the 
same rules which control a private business cor¬ 
poration under like circumstances. Los Angeles v. 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Corporation, 251 
V. S. 32. 


By all tests a municipality operating a radio 
station does so in a i)ro})rietary capacity. This 
seems to have been recognized in the opinion in 
FlrtrJier r. Ili/Jan, 211 X. Y. 8. 397. quoted from 
at ])}). 42-43 of ap])ellant's brief. That opinion, 
in a case dealing with an a])plication to enjoin the 
operation of WNYC, is bavSed upon statutes and 
decisions authorizing ])roprietary activities of the 
(4tv of X'ew York. 

The record is silent as to anv use made of the 
radio station as an arm of the sovereignty of the 
municipality. 

Bven if there were a governmental use of the sta- 
tion, the State of New York can not thereby avoid 
its adherence to the Constitution of the United 


States which vests the exclusive regulation of inter¬ 
state .commerce in Congress and its instmmen- 
talities. 
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Brennan v. Titusville, 153 U. S. 289, holds that 
whatever may be the reason given to justify, or 
the power invoked to sustain, the act of the State, 
if that act is one which trenches directly upoii that 
which is within the exclusive jurisdiction of the 

i _ 

national government, it can not be sustained, i The 
poli(,‘e power (i. e., the power exercised in the 
‘^governmentaP’ function) can not be set up td con¬ 
trol the inhibitions of the Federal Constitution, or 
the powers of the United States Governmentl ere-

ated therebv. | 

To tile same effect are Henderson v. Mayor of 
New York, 92 U. S. 259, 271; Kansas City Southern 
Railway Company v. Kaw Valley Drainage i Dis¬ 
trict, 233 U. S. 74, 79; Illinois C. R, Co, v. Illinois, 
163 U. S. 142, 154; Atistin v. Tennessee, 179 il. S.

Third. Appellant has not been deprived of property

(1) There is no property right, as against the regulatory J)ower 
of the United States, to engage in radio broadcasting j 

Ai)pellaiit’s contentions based upon its claim|of a 
property right and the alleged invalidity of I the 
Radio Act of 1927 because it permits the taking of 
this ‘‘property'’ have cill been passed upon| ad¬ 
versely to apijellant in recently decided cases. Gen¬ 
eral Electric Company v. Federal Radio Commis¬ 
sion, 31 F. (2d) 630; White v. Federal Radio Cpm-

The oiilv othei* case iiivolvins: aiiv claim of prior- 
ity or pro])erty riglit in the operation of a broad¬ 
casting station is The Tribune Com pang v. Oalv 
Leaves Broadcasting Station, Inc., et al. (Circuit 
Court of Cook County, Illinois, Gen. No. B-136864). 
The o|)inion fr(un which appellant quotes was ren¬ 
dered on Nov(*mber 17,192(), on a motion by defend¬ 
ants to set aside a temporary injunction previously 
granted. Before the case was determined on the 
merits the Radio Act of 1927 became law. 

It happens, however, that Judge Wilson care¬ 
fully negatived any intention to recognize a prop- 
ertv right as against the United States in certain 
portions of the opinion not quoted in a])pellant’s 
brief. Referring to the Act of 1912, he stated: 

Manifestly, Congress has not undertaken, 
by this enactment, to assume the regulation 
of broadcasting stations under its constitu¬ 
tional powers providing for its right to reg¬ 
ulate foreign commerce, except in so far as it 
has provided in the enactment. Undoubt¬ 
edly, Congress will undertake to control the 
use of broadcasting stations, under its con¬ 
stitutional power, at some time in the future 
and in view of the fact that it has the power 
to regulate communication between states, it 
would probably, also, have the right to reg¬ 
ulate broadcasting stations, even though not 
engaged in broadcasting from one State to 
another, on the ground that the general sub- 


ject was one which comes within thei com¬ 
merce clause of the constitution. In i order 
to make it etfective, it necessarily follows 

I 

that it would have the right to control others 
engaged in the same line of operation, name¬ 
ly, in broadcasting, if such broadcasting 
should result in an interference with!those 
stations actually engaged in broadc:,bting 

from one state to another. I

This court is of the opinion, from itslinter- 
])retation of the Act of August 13, 191^, that 
Congress did not intend to undertake Ito as¬ 
sume tile right to regulate broadcasting 
tindei* its powers given it to regulate! com¬ 
merce and that, until such time as it! does, 
litigants may enforce such rights as they may 
have by reason of operating broadcasting 
stations in tlie state courts having jurisdic¬ 
tion of the person or the parties. 


It is not necessary to discuss the interim report of 
the Committee on Radio Legislation to the Amer- 
ican Bar Association of December 8, 1926, cited in 
appellant’s lirief, as a legal authority except to 
X)oint out that a subsequent regular report Hy the 
Ail* Law Conmhttee of the Association virtually 
abandoned the extreme j^osition taken in tl|ie in¬ 
terim I'cport. (Rex)orts of the American Bar As¬ 
sociation, Vol. 53, p. 322.) I 

Appellant cites authorities indicating that gs be¬ 
tween jn-ivate claimants to the same right, all 
other things being equal, a x^riority of time gives a 
priority of right. This does not mean, ho\yever. 
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that a license to operate full time creates a prop¬ 
erty right to continue under that license as against 
the properly exercised regulatory power of the fed¬ 
eral government under a valid standard. 

(2) Even if such a property right could be created, appellant has 

created none 

The Commission’s decision pennits appellant to 
continue to broadcast at a power and frequency 
theretofore used by it. The only right of which ap¬ 
pellant claims to ])e de))rived is tliat of ‘‘full-time 
operation/’ sometimes incorrectly referred to in the 
brief as “an exclusive wave length.” It is for the 
protection lof this purported right that appellant 
seeks to invoke the analogv of the water-riaht, 
trade-mark, and similar cases. 

Such an attempt defeats api)ellant’s argument. 
The cases hold—in the fields covered—that rights 

are created onlv bv user. Thus, in Hanover Mill-

ing Company v. Mel cal fc, 240 U. S. 403, cit(‘d by 
appellant, the Court says, at page 413, “the right 
grows out of use, not mere adoption,” and at ])ages 
418-419, “* * * trade-mark rights, like others 

that rest in user, niav ])e lost bv * * * nonuser 

* * * Peterson, 20 Wall. 507, 

also cited by appellant, ^ it is said, at page 514, 
“The right to water by })rior appropriation * * * 
is limited in every case in quantity and (juality, 
by the uses for which the appropriation is made.” 

There is, no question that WXYC operated but 
a few hours a dav. It is therefore true that if the

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principles referred to were applicable to tadio 
communication, the station would have no right to 

full (or even half) time operation. |

(3) The Commission’s action was in due process of law 

Appellant’s notice of appeal and brief dllege 
invalidity of some of the actions and rules of the 
Commission, particularly in the manner of jconi- 
plying with the ‘‘Davis Amendment,” in pennit- 
ting the appearance of Station WMCA arid in 
announcing a proposed change of operating i time 
prior to hearing. I 

To consider these contentions, it is necessarv to 
review briefly the manner in which the provisions 
of the Amendatory Act were effectuated. I The 
Act was approved March 28, 1928. By it Con¬ 
gress directed that the equality required should be 
carried into effect whenever necessary or proper— 

By granting or refusing licenses or re¬ 
newals of licenses, hy changing pcriod^H of 
time for operation, and by increasing or de¬ 
creasing station power when applications 
are made for licenses or renewals of licenses. 

t 

Obviously the words ** necessary or proper’I’ re¬ 
fer to a necessity or ])ropriety in carrying out the 

I 

pur]>oses of the Act, wliicli necessity existed 

i 

wherever inequality existed. 

Section 3 of the Act provided that licensesj for 
broadcasting stations might be issued for periods 
not to exceed three months. i 
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It thererore a])p(‘are(l that the ends sought by the 
Act were to l)e develo])ed as so(Hi as ])ossi])le. 
These ends iniuiit liave been attained bv the estab- 
lislnnent of new stations in the zones havin^r less 
than an equality were it iK^t for the fact that the 
broadcast snectrnin was alreadv verv inncli over- 

i • • 

crowded. The ])hysi<‘al factors therefore re(iiiired 
some curtailment in the zones having more than an 
equality. The sev(‘rity of lliis curtailuKuit was 
somewhat diminished by tlie grant ins; of some ap- 
])li(*ations in the underallocated zones but the 
(Commission, of course, could grant only such appli¬ 
cations iis werc‘ in tlu* j)u])lic interest, convenience, 
or necessitv. 

The })lans for the reallocation were most care¬ 
fully laid and much advice was taken from bodies 
such as the Institute of Kadio Engineers, the Na¬ 
tional Association of Broadcasters, the Federated 
Radio Trades Association, the Radio Manufactur¬ 


ers' Association, etc. (Annual Report of the Com¬ 
mission, 1928, pp. 13-14.) Portable stations were 
eliminated. ((Jeiieral Orders, 30 and 34.) Sta¬ 
tions which no longer met the slatutorv standard 
were refused renewals. (Oeneral Order 32.) A 
comprehensive ])lan of distribution of frequencies 
to stations, respectively, of a rural, suburban, and 
urban range was developed which would give 
‘‘equality of reception." (General Order 40.) 

Then, on September 11, 1928, the new allocation 
was announced, to become effective November 11, 


1928. (R. 85-88.) Public hearings on the princi¬ 
ples of the reallocation had been held. (Ahnual 
Report of the Commission, 1928, pp. 11 ff.) There 
was no necessity for individual hearings for the 
vast majority of the stations affected as theseiwere 
satislied with their new assignments. The reallo¬ 
cation was therefore announced in order that sta¬ 
tions to which it was not acceptable might request 
hearings. Appellant was of this group. Fof rea¬ 
sons of its own, although having no need for full 
time, it preferred not to be listed as sharing! time 
with WMCA. 

Obviously, hearings are to be conducted only as 

I 

provided by the Radio Act. Hearings are not re¬ 
ferred to in the Davis Amendment itself. Ncjr are 

i 

hearings called for by Section 4 (f) of the Radio 
Act providing for changes in the operating time of 
a station when, in the judgment of the Corhmis- 

I 

sion, such changes will promote public convenience. 

I 

Prior to any hearing, there must be (1) an appli¬ 
cation, and (2) a failure of the Commission tp find 

i 

that the granting thereof would fulfill the statu¬ 
tory standard. (Section 11.) 

The reallocation becoming effective at the efid of 
appellant’s license period and the Commission! hav¬ 
ing considered that the license apj^lication had been 
granted for all the time required or requested in 
fact (R. 67), appellant was directed to file a new 
pleading as a basis for a hearing, which it did (R. 
14). I 
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The slight unavoidable delay in the holding of 
the hearing, did not de])rive appellant of any sub¬ 
stantial rights. Wihon v. Standefer, 184 U. S. 
399, 415. 


It should be pointed out that the time division 
based on the use of alternate days was not imposed 
until after appellant had failed to agree on a more 
desirable plan which would have permitted daily 
operation. (R. 30.) 

While appellant complains bitterly of its wit¬ 
nesses having been cross-examined by counsel for 
station WMCA, it does not appear that appellant 
was in any way prejudiced thereby. Appellant’s 
witnesses were i)ermitted to address the Commis¬ 
sion and were afforded everv libertv althouali the 
only question before the Commission was the nec¬ 
essity for full-time operation. Cross-examination 
was confined mainly to that point. (R. 208-209, 
214-217, 225-226, 229-230, 234, 237-239, 245, etc.) 

Xor was appellant prejudiced by the ai^pearance 
of WAICA as a respondent. WXA^C wanted full 
time at 570 kilocvcles. AAICA wanted one-half 
time at tliat frequency. Both requests could not be 
2 :ranted. Thus an issue was framed and WMCA 
was a necessary party to the determination of that 


issue. The interrelationship of radio transmissions 


and the competition among stations for facilities is 


inevitable and is not created bv the Commission. 
The existence of a standard such as public interest. 


convenience, or necessity implies that another may 
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sometime be better able -to fulfill that standard and 
the risk of being supplanted in whole or -in! part 
must be assumed by any one seeking to enter the 
field and to comply with the standard. 

I 

Assimiing, but not conceding, a iDroperty right in 
appellant, it had due process. The proceedings of 
administrative tribunals are not held to the Strict 
rules of judicial bodies. As was said by Mr. Justice 
Robb in Hitchcock v. Smith, 34 App. D. CJ 521, 
528-529: I 

* * * it must be remembered thit no 
fixed and arbitrary rule has been laid down, 
and that hearings of such a nature are nec¬ 
essarily much more informal than judicial 
hearings. Palmer v. McMahon, 133 IJ. ,S. 
660. * * * DiiQ process of law, in aj case 
like the present, is had when full oppor¬ 
tunity is presented to introduce all the evi¬ 
dence and arguments which the party in¬ 
terested deems imi^ortant, and to be ; con¬ 
fronted with witnesses against him, he |hav- 
ing had notice of the question at issue. 
Pittsburgh, C. C. cf- St. L. P. Co. v. Bahkus, 
154 U. S. 421 * * *; Londoner v. Denver, 
210 U. S. 373 * * *; Garfield v. ukted^ 
States, 32 App. D. C. 153. |

Appellant had notice that the issue beforq the 
Commission was whether it was in the public in¬ 
terest to allow it full time to the exclusion of 
WMCA from the frequency in question. (R. 2, 
6.) It must have known that this involved! the 
question of whether it needed that time, had used 
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it, or intended to use it. It produced 13 witnesses. 
(R. 177^313.) These chose to address the Com¬ 
mission without testifvinc: to anv extent as to the

need for broadcast time. Its counsel cross-exam¬ 
ined the nine witnesses offered on ])ehalf of 


W:\ICA. (R. 320, 330, 334-335, 342-343, 346, 
355-359, 362-365, 372-375, etc.) Certainly this was 
duo process within the definition cited. 


Fourth. The decision of the commission was correct upon 

the facts 


(1) As to the nature of review and the effect of the commission’s 

findinjrs 


It is the Comniissioirs contention that the review 
by this Court of its derisions is a judicial and not 
an administrative review. Products Com- 

paujj V. Blair, 271 U. S. 479; Smith v. Foster, 15 F. 
(2d) 115: E((stma)t Kodak Co. v. Federal Trade 
Cominission, 274 V. 619: Chiuuher of ('oonueree 


of Mi}nteaju)lis et at. v. Federal Trade Commission, 
280 Fed. 45. 


Be this as it mav, it is submitted that in anv event, 
the tindin 2 :s of the Commission are entitled to 
weight and are prima facie correct. 

The question whether the granting of an a])plica- 
tion would be in the public interest, convenience, or 
necessity may be a question of fact, of law, or a 
mixed question of law and fact, depending upon the 
circumstances of anv case. The determination is 
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like that of reasonableness, professional filjness, 
negligence, and similar standards. ' 

Determinations made bv the Commission nnist 
inevitably be influenced by its experience and ex¬ 
port knowledge. Section 16 of the Radio Act| does 
not si^ecifically state the degree to which the Com- 

i 

mission’s tinding shall be considered binding liipon 
the Court. It does, however, call for a statement of 
that finding and the reasons therefor. It also pro¬ 
vides that additional evidence mav be taken. ^ This 

I 

might well be taken as an indication that, iii the 
absence of such additional evidence, the Commis¬ 
sion’s findings upon the evidence before itl are 
in'ima facie correct. Freund: Administrative 
Powers over Persons and Property (1928),! 278- 
279. I 

This concept is well ex])ressed in a note to \Gcn~ 
eral Electric Company v. Federal Radio Coriunis- 
sion, supra, at 42 H. L. R. 948, 949: | 

But the Commission’s plan, prepared by 
experts to remedy the chaos of radio inter¬ 
ference, permitted only a limited number of 
licenses to be issued and, in the interest of 
uniform control of the situation, the (pourt 
should refuse to disturb the rulings of the 
administrative board unless thev are !arbi- 
trary or unreasonable. | 

The same piinciple has been applied by this (j^ourt 
in considering analogous rulings of the Post Office

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Department and in Hitchcock v. Smith, supra, it 
is said at page 530: 

While this question is one of law rather 
than one of fact and, as such, subject to judi¬ 
cial review, the decision of the Post Office 
Department is nevertheless entitled to great 
weight, and, unless clearly eiToneous, ought 
not to be disturbed. United States ex rel, 
Rein-ach v. Cortelyou, 28 App.

<2) The ■decision of the Commission was correct under the Davis 

Amendment 

Ai)pellant contends that the decision of the Com¬ 
mission does not give the State of New York its 
equitable share of the broadcast facilities of the 
first zone as required bv the amendatorv Act of 
[March 18, 1928. (Brief pp. 48-50.) Appellant 
seems to be of impression that the State of Maine 
has benefited at the expense of the State of New 
York. 

The Act requires a fair and equitable allocation 
among the States, according to population, of: 

(1) licenses. 

(2) “wave lengths.” 

(3) time for oi)eration. 

(4) station ])ower. 

The allocation complained of by appellant is set 
forth at R. 147-173. 

According to that allocation the situation in ap¬ 
pellant's zone is as follows:

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It thus appears from the Record that the allo¬ 
cation complained of gives to New York 49.1% of 
the licenses, 40% of the ‘‘wave lengths,” 43% of 
the time for operation, 78.7% of the station power, 
and an average of 52.7% of all these facilities, of 
the zone, wliile it has but 42.2% of the population. 


This is much more than is 


“fair and equitable.” 


In this connection appellant contends that por¬ 


tion of the amendatory Act is invalid which pro- 


\ides that “allocations shall be charged to the 


State * * * wherein the studio of the station is 


located and not where the transmitter is located,” 
but unfortunately does not press this interesting 
point. 

The ])rovision is a reasonable classification and 
valid. Technical considerations require the estab- 
lislnnent of high-powered transmitters outside the 
congested area. In cities such as New York, Phil¬ 
adelphia, Cincinnati, Washington, etc., these tech¬ 
nical requirements may well require the transmit¬ 
ter to be in unsettled or suburban territorv in an 
adjacent State, whereas the territory seiTed is 
metropolitan. The adjacent State should not be 
charged with the station. The provision is also 
proper from the standpoint of public service, cul¬ 
ture, and local pride. It is the studio which gives 
the tone to a program from these standpoints and 
the purpose of the amendment, to equalize service 
among the various localities, is best effectuated by 
emphasizing the studio location. 


(3) Appellant has shown no need for full time 

This point has been discussed above and is cov¬ 
ered by the Commission's Statement. It should be 
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borne in mind that time division between radio sta¬ 
tions is almost universally effected by daily opera¬ 
tion of both stations and a ‘^staggering” of periods. 
The alternate day system is used only where sta¬ 
tions refuse to make other arrangements. The edu¬ 
cational programs of WNYC require between I ten 
and twelve hours per week, at most. (R. 37-^8.) 
Appellant customarily begins these at 6.30 p.| m. 
(R. 389 ff.) There are 3iyi’ evening hours per \yeek 
between 6.30 and 11.00 p. m. The use of half this 
time would include appellant’s most ambitious edu¬ 
cational program and afford considerable time Tor 
evening entertainment also. In addition, daytime 
programs should be conducted. The service pro¬ 
posed by appellant should not be confined to evehing 
hours. I 

The various “police alarms” and weather and 
tide announcements are but momentary and make 
no serious inroads upon the station’s time. Point- 
to-point communication, should, of course, notj be 
conducted in the broadcast band. 


(4) There is no testimony in the record to indicate that 
appellant’s programs are of sufficiently high quality to 
warrant its commencing full-time operation | 

i 

A large part of the educational program con¬ 
ducted by appellant is put on by a private institu¬ 
tion, the Berlitz School of Languages, which gains 
publicity thereby. Announcement is made that I in¬ 
quiry should be addressed to Mr. Berlitz and that 
he sells a book for study. (R. 300-305.) All musi¬ 
cal talent is volunteered. (R. 300.) The Manager 
of appellant’s station testified: i 


I 
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We do not restrict our programs to the 
very high type artists, because we are un¬ 
able to pay them, as commercial stations are. 
(R. 260.) ^ 

CONCLUSION 

(1) For the reasons herein set forth, the Com¬ 
mission ^s decision should be affirmed. 

(2) For the reasons set forth in the Conunis- 
sioiFs memorandum and brief relating thereto, ap- 
2 :)ellant’s motion to take additional testimony should 
be denied. 

(3) For the reasons set forth in the Commis¬ 
sion's motion heretofore hied, this appeal should be 
dismissed as moot. 

(4) Evidentiaiy matter contained in appellant’s 
Notice of A 2 >peals should be stricken as heretofore 
l^rayed.
